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ACT OF INCORPORATION 


Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist Churches in the State 
of Connecticut and Vicinity — Passed May, 1824. ' 

Resolved by this Assembly. — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, Augustus 
Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, Roswell Burrows, Oliver 
Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, Claudius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. 
H. Manning, and Wm. Quiner and their associates, be, and they are hereby made 
and constituted a body politic and corporate, by the name of the General Convention 
of the Baptist Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by that name they and 
their successors shall and may have perpetual succession; shall be capable of suing 
and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all suits of what nature soever, may 
have a common seal, and the same alter or change at pleasure; and may also have, 
purchase, receive, hold, and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual 
income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. Provided that said income, 
whatever may be the amount thereof, be annually expended and appropriated to the 
purposes designated in said petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such other offi- 
cers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; may make By-Laws respect- 
ing the number, qualification, and duties of their officers and members, prescribe 
the mode of election, and admission of members, the time, place, and manner of 
holding their meetings; the number necessary to form a quorum, and all other By- 
Laws and regulations the said Convention may deem necessary for the government 
and due regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure the essential objects of 
said Convention as expressed in their Constitution, not repugnant to the laws of this 
State or the United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the Baptist Meeting 
House in the city of Middletown, in the county of Middlesex, on the second Wednes- 
day of June, A. D. 1824, at nine o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, amended or ap- 
pealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly. — That said corporation be hereafter called and known 
by the name of "The Connecticut Baptist Convention.” 


STATE CONVENTION 
Resolved in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the corporation known by the name of The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the General Assembly of this 
state. May session, 1824, may hereafter have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey 
estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed twenty- 
five thousand dollars. 

Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the resolution incorporating The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by adding at the end thereof the 
following:"Said Convention may accept and hold absolutely or as trustee, such funds 
as may be given, devised, or bequeathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or 
way as may be desired by the instrument making such gift, devise, or bequest, when 
such funds, or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall be for the benefit 
of said Convention or individuals or churches affiliated therewith.” 
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CONSTITUTION OF THE CONVENTION 


ARTICLE I. NAME 

The name of this organization shall be THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST 
CONVENTION. 

ARTICLE II. OBJECT 

The object of this Convention shall be to promote the preaching of the Gospel 
and the organization and maintenance of Baptist churches and church schools in Con- 
necticut; and to act as agent of the Baptist churches and people of the state in ad- 
vancing the kingdom of God throughout the world, particularly in promoting the mis- 
sionary, educational and philanthropic interests of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the Baptist churches 
of Connecticut of the same faith and order as the present associated Baptist churches, 
each such church which has contributed to the funds of the Convention during the 
year last preceding the annual session being entitled to representation by its pastor and 
by one delegate for each hundred and each fraction of a hundred resident members 
and for each church school connected with it; provided, however, that no church shall 
have more than five delegates besides its pastor. 

Section 2. All members of the National boards and officers of the Northern 
Baptist Convention residing within the state, officers of this Convention, members of 
its Board of Managers, and members of all committees appointed in accordance with 
the Constitution and By-Laws; and Officers of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 
of Connecticut, the Connecticut Baptist Education Society, the Connecticut Baptist 
Men’s Council and the Connecticut Baptist Youth Fellowship shall be delegates, ex- 
officio, to the sessions of this Convention, having all the privileges usually accorded to 
such delegates. 

ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS 

Section 1. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, a First Vice- 
President, a Second Vice-President, a Treasurer, who may be either a person or a 
bank, and a Recording Secretary, who shall be the Executive Secretary of the Con- 
vention. 

Section 2. The officers, excepting the Treasurer, shall be elected by, ballot at 
the annual session and shall serve from the close of the annual session at which they 
are elected until the close of the next annual session or until their successors have 
been chosen. The Treasurer shall be elected by the Board of Managers. 

Section 3. The duties of the officers shall be such as in common practice per- 
tain to their respective offices. 
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Section 4. In the event of a vacancy from any cause the office of President, 
the First Vice-President shall serve as President. If the office of First Vice-President 
also becomes vacant, the Second Vice-President shall perform the duties of President. 
Should vacancies occur in all these offices simultaneously, the Board of Managers shall 
elect a President to serve until the next regular election of officers. Removal of an 
officer from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 


ARTICLE V. BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. There shall be a Board of Managers, consisting of the President, 
the First Vice-President and the Second Vice-President of the Convention, and forty- 
five (45) elective members chosen by ballot at the annual session of the Convention 
for terms of three years, and so constituted that the terms of fifteen of the elective 
members shall expire each year. 

Section 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall elect to the Board of Man- 
agers for terms of one year those trustees who have one year to serve under the former 
Constitution, and for terms of two years those trustees who have two years to serve 
under the former Constitution; and, in addition to these, the Convention at the armual 
session at which this Constitution is adopted shall elect fifteen members for terms of 
three years. When the Board has been thus constituted, fifteen members, not including 
such as may be chosen to fill vacancies occuring from other causes than the expiration 
of terms, shall be elected at each annual session for terms of three years. 

Section 3. The Treasurer, when a person, the President and Vice-President of 
the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, the Presidents of the Coimec- 
ticut Baptist Men’s Council, the Connecticut Baptist Youth Fellowship and the Con- 
necticut Baptist Education Society, and such representatives of national societies of the 
Northern Baptist Convention as shall be appointed by them to serve on the Committee 
on Promotion shall be, ex officio, members of the Board. 

Section 4. The elective membership of the Board of Managers shall be divided 
as nearly equally as practicable between ministers, laymen and women. 

Section 5. The Board of Managers shall be vested with all the authority of 
the Convention when the latter is not in session. 

Section 6. The duties of the Board of Managers shall be defined by By-Laws 
adopted by the Convention. 


ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

This Constitution may be amended by a two-third vote of all the delegates 
present at any session of the Convention, after at least three months notice in writing 
to the clerks of the churches entitled to representation by delegates. 
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BY-LAWS OF THE CONVENTION 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OF THE CONVENTION 

Section 1. The annual session of the Convention shall begin on the third 
Wednesday in October, at 7:30 p. m. 

Section 2. Special meetings may be called by the President, at the direction of 
the Board of Managers. 

Section 3. Fifty (50) delegates shall constitute a quorum, but any number 
shall have power to adjourn a meeting. 

Section 4. The annual session shall be under the control of the Program Com- 
mittee, which shall have power to make arrangements for speakers, excepting the 
preacher of the annual sermon, and to apportion the time to speakers as the differemt 
departments of the work may require, subject to the approval of the Convention. 

Section 5. The proceedings of all meetings shall be regulated by the accepted 
rules governing deliberative assemblies. 

Section 6. The fiscal year of the Convention shall be from May 1 to April 30. 

ARTICLE II. COMMITTEES OF THE CONVENTION 
AND THEIR DUTIES 

Section 1. The following Standing Committees shall be appointed each year 
to report at the next annual session: 

A. Committee on Place and Preacher for the next session, consisting of five 
members. 

B. Program Committee for the next session, consisting of seven, or more, 
members, including the Presidents of the Convention, the W oman s Baptist Mission 
Society of Connecticut, the Connecticut Baptist Men’s Council and the Connecticut 
Baptist Youth Fellowship, the Executive Secretary of the Convention and the pastor 
of the entertaining church. 

C. Committee on the Nomination of Convention Officers and Members of the 
Board of Managers, consisting of one member from each Association, elected by the 
Association (at their annual meetings) . The member from the Association in which 
the annual session of the Convention is to be held shall be Chairman. Vacancies on 
the committee shall be filled by appointment by the President of the Convention. 

D. Committee on Enrollment for the next session, consisting of three members. 

E. Obituary Committee, consisting of a member from each Association. 

F. Committee on Resolutions, consisting of six, or more, members represent- 
ing all the Associations. 

Section 2. All committees, unless otherwise ordered, shall be appointed by the 
President, who shall be a member, ex officio, of all committees. 

ARTICLE III. STATE PERMANENT COUNCIL 

Section 1. There shall be a State Permanent Council, consisting of nine mem- 
bers appointed by the President of the Convention for three years and, so far as prac- 
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ticable, representing all the associations, and so constituted that the terms of its 
members shall expire yearly. Three members of the Council shall be laymen, and the 
Executive Secretary of the Convention shall be, ex officio, a member. The Chairman 
of the Council shall be named annually by the President of the Convention. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the State Permanent Council to act in ad- 
visory capacity to churches, pastors and associational councils. 

ARTICLE IV. DELEGATES TO THE CONNECTICUT COUNCIL 
OF CHURCHES AND RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 

The President shall each year appoint the number of delegates required to 
represent the Convention in the Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious Educa- 
tion, and those delegates shall constitute the Committee of the Convention on matters 
relating to cooperation with that organization. 


BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall hold three meetings during the year, 
as follows: One within a month after the adjournment of the annual session of the 
Convention; one on a date in April or May, determined by itself; and one on the 
opening day of the next annual session of the Convention. 

Section 2. Special meetings may be called by the President at any time, and 
shall be called by him upon a request in writing by five members of the Board. 

Section 3. Absence of a member from two successive meetings of the Board, 
unless appropriate excuse is offered to the President, shall be considered as creating 
a vacancy. Removal of a member from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 
The Board shall have power to fill vacancies occuring in its membership between an- 
nual sessions of the Convention. 

Section 4. The President shall preside at the meetings of the Board. In his 
absence, the First Vice-President shall preside. In the absence of the President and 
the First Vice-President, the Second Vice-President shall preside. In the absence of 
the three, the Recording Secretary shall call the meeting to order and the Board shall 
choose a chairman, pro tempore. Fifteen (15) members shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 5. The Board shall keep an accurate and complete record of all its 
proceedings. 

ARTICLE n. DUTIES OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall transact all business of the Conven- 
tion between sessions and have supervision of all the work of the Convention. It shall 
have power to appoint an Executive Secretary; a Director of Christian Education, a 
Treasurer, who may be either a person or a bank of approved standing; Auditors to 
examine and certify the accounts of all financial officers; and such other agents as may 
be needed properly to conduct the work of the Convention, fixing the salaries of the 
same and requiring bond of all handling money. It shall make all appropriations for 
the aid of churches and payment of the salaries of missionaries and other workers, in 
accordance with the rules laid down in these By-Laws. 
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Section 2. Authority in all financial and business matters shall rest with the 
Board, including the investment of funds, the raising and spending of money for the 
work of the Convention, and the preparation and supervision of an annual budget 
providing for the work of all departments. 

Section 3. The Board shall act as agent of the Council on Finance and Pro- 
motion of The Northern Baptist Convention for raising and remitting money in this 
state for the Unified Budget of the Northern Baptist Convention, on terms to be 
mutually arranged. 

Section 4. The Board shall cooperate, on such terms as shall be mutually ac- 
ceptable, with other denominational boards desiring to undertake work in this state. 

Section 5. At its first meeting after the annual session of the Convention, the 
Board shall appoint the following Standing Committees, a majority of whose members 
shall be from the Board. 

(1) Finance Committee, consisting of six members and the President. 

(2) Committee on Christian Education, consisting of not fewer than seven 
members. 

(3) Publicity Committee, consisting of not fewer than five members. 

(4) Committee on City Work, consisting of five, or more members. 

(5) Committee on Town and Country work consisting as far as practicable of 
one member from each Association. 

(6) Committee on Evangelism, consisting, so far as practicable, of one member 
from each association. 

(7) Committee on Social Action, consisting of five, or morS members. 

(8) Committee on Stewardship, consisting of five, or more members. 

(9) Committee on Promotion, consisting of nine, or more members. In addi- 
tion, the V^oman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut and the national societies 
of The Northern Baptist Convention each shall have the right to appoint one mem- 
ber, who shall be, ex-officio, a member of the Board of Managers. 

(10) Executive Committee, consisting of not fewer than seventeen (17) mem- 
bers, including the President, who shall be Chairman, the First and Second Vice-Pre- 
sidents, the Chairmen of the Standing Committees of the Board and, ex-officio, the 
President of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut. 

Section 6. A report of its transactions shall be made by the Board annually 
to the Convention. 

ARTICLE III. DUTIES OF THE COMMITTEES 
OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. Finance Committee 

(1) The Finance Committee shall direct the Treasurer in the handling of all 
monies of the Convention and the investing of trust funds, subject to the approval of 
the Board of Managers. The Chairman shall countersign all orders on the Treasurer 
drawn by the Recording Secretary of the Board of Managers, upon authorization by 
the Board of its Executive Committee. 

(2) The Committee shall not permit any of the funds of the Convention to be 
loaned to any officer, legal adviser, member of the Board of Managers, or any cor- 
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poration or business enterprise in which any of them is personally interested; or pei:- 
mit the use or handling of the permanent funds belonging to the Convention in any 
way except as authorized by the Board of Managers. 

(3) The Committee shall see that all financial agents of the Convention make 
their reports covering the same period. 

(4) The Committee shall keep accurate minutes of its business and report its 
transactions to the Board of Managers, and make such reports as may be requested 
to the Convention, in conjunction with the Treasurer’s statements. 

Section 2. Committee on Christian Education 

(1) The Committee on Christian Education shall promote the work of Christian 
education in its different phases, including church school and young people’s activities, 
teacher-training, church vacation schools, and all other lines of instruction and study 
included in a comprehensive and balanced program of Christian education for the local 
church. 

(2) The Committee shall maintain close cooperation with The American Bap- 
tist Publication Society and the Council on Christian Education of the Northern 
Baptist Convention in order to participate in the development of the denomination’s 
work of Christian education. 

(3) The Committee shall approve all Christian education programs before they 
may be promoted in the state in the name of the Convention. 

(4) The Committee shall report to the Convention at the annual session. 

Section 3. Ikiblicity Committee 

The Publicity Committee shall have charge of the publication of THE CON- 
NECTICUT BAPTIST, appointing a Business Manager and cooperating with him 
or her in circulating this journal as widely as possible. It shall undertake also the 
distribution of such literature as will acquaint the churches with the work and needs 
of the Convention. 

Section 4. Committee on City Work. 

The Committee on City Work shall have charge of the work conducted by the 
Convention in the City, cooperating with the Executive Secretary in promoting the in- 
terests of this department and reporting to the Convention through the Executive Sec- 
retary. 

Section 5. Committee on Town and Country Work 

The Committee on Town and Country Work shall advise with the Director of 
that Department on all matters pertaining to the welfare of churches in town and rural 
communities. It shall investigate possibilities for new work, assist in promoting new 
projects and stimulate the total program of the Convention among the town and country 
churches. 

Section 6. Committee on Evangelism 

The Committee on Evangelism shall serve as the medium through which the 
Convention shall cooperate with the churches in promoting evangelism with the state. 
It shall seek particularly to lead in evangelistic endeavor in the churches aided by the 
Convention, reporting to the Convention at the annual session. 
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Section 7. Committee on Social Action 

The Committee on Social Action shall represent the Convention, subject to the 
direction of the Board of Managers, in measures of cooperation with social agencies 
and the social action departments of other religious organizations; and, from time to 
time, shall bring to the attention of the Convention causes meriting consideration. 


Section 8. The Committee on Stewardship 

(1) The Committee on Stewardship shall serve as the means through which the 
Convention shall promote the idea of Christian Stewardship (among the churches of 
the Convention) as "the practise of systematic and proportionate giving of time, abil- 
ities and material possession, based on the conviction that these are a trust from God 
to be used in His service and for the benefit of all mankind.” 

(2) The Committee shall maintain a close cooperation with the Department of 
Stewardship of the Council on Finance and Promotion of the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention for the purpose of using the many resources of literature, drama, visual aids 
and publicity which are at our disposal. 

(3) The Committee shall cooperate with the Committees of Promotion and 
Publicity whenever the need becomes necessary that, in the work of our Convention, we 
may practice Christian stewardship. 


Section 9. The Committee on Promotion 

The Committee on Promotion, subject to the authority of the Board of Man- 
agers, shall direct the cooperative relationship of the Convention with the Council on 
Finance and Promotion of the Northern Baptist Convention and all work arising there- 
from commonly embraced under the head of promotion, according to the terms of 
agreement with The Council on Finance and Promotion, rendering annually to the 
Convention and the Council such reports as may be required. 


Section 10. The Executive Committee 

The Executive Committee shall meet twice yearly, in December or January, and 
in June or July, and shall hold special meetings, whenever necessary, at the call of the 
President. It shall transact all business arising between meetings of the Board of 
Managers and pass on all applications for aid from churches not acted on by the 
Board; provided, however, that no contract or agreement made by the committee shall 
remain in force beyond the time of the next meeting of the Board of Managers, un- 
less approved by the Board, except in matters which have been referred to it with 
power. It shall make a full report of all transactions to the Board of Managers. Seven 
(7) members shall constitute a quorum. 

All Standing Committees named in this Article shall keep accurate 
and complete records of their proceedings in permanent form and make reports to the 
Board of Managers when necessary. 
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ARTICLE IV. DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS OF 
THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. Executive Secretary 

(1) The Executive Secretary shall supervise the entire work of the Convention, 
under the authority of the Board of Managers and its Executive Committee. He 
shall attend all meetings of the Board of Managers and the Executive Committee, to 
advise concerning the work, but shall not have the right to vote. 

(2) It shall be his duty to visit, counsel and encourage the churches, particu- 
larly those aided by the Convention, as there shall be opportunity, and to seek to lead 
them into increasing participation in the work of the denomination. 

(3) He may not pledge financial aid to churches or missionaries, except as 
authorized by the Board of Managers or its Executive Committee; provided, however, 
that with the consent of the Chairman of the Finance Committee, he may in emer- 
gencies expend not more than one hundred (^100) dollars in any one month for supply 
preachers for needy pastorless churches, or for evangelistic or missionary services in 
such churches. 

(4) He shall serve as Recording Secretary of the Convention, the Board of 
Managers and the Executive Committee, and shall have charge of publishing The Con- 
necticut Baptist Annual. 

Section 2. Director of Christian Education 

The Director of Christian Education, under the direction of the Executive 
Secretary and the Board of Managers through its Committee on Christian Education, 
shall have charge of the work of Christian education. He shall report annually to the 
Convention. 

Section 3. T reasurer 

(1) The Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the Convention, both 
invested and current, receiving and disbursing or investing the same as directed by the 
Finance Committee, keeping separate accounts of the various funds of the Convention, 
and reporting and accounting to the Convention annually, and quarterly, if directed by 
the Finance Committee. 

(2) The Treasurer shall make payments out of the treasury on written order 
from the Recording Secretary of the Board of Managers, countersigned by the Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee. 

(3) The Treasurer shall give corporate bond to the Convention in such sum as 
the Finance Committee may require. 


Section 4. Auditor 

The auditor shall audit the accounts of all financial agents of the Convention 
annually at the end of each fiscal year and report to the Convention through the 
Finance Committee, or quarterly, if the Committee shall require. 
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ARTICLE V. RULES TO GOVERN APPROPRIATIONS 

(1) All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their quarterly reports 
to the Board through the Executive Secretary. All appropriations to churches shall 
be made quarterly, and no applications for aid will be considered until the report of 
the churches has been received. Quarterly reports must be sent in during the first 
weeks in October, January, April, and July. 

(2) Except as hereinafter stated, appropriations will be made to churches only 
when such churches have settled pastors, when they shall have made, within the year 
preceding, a contribution toward the Unified Budget of The Northern Baptist Con- 
vention, and when they shall have satisfied the Board of Managers that their methods 
of raising funds are systematic and adapted to obtaining the largest possible support 
from their local constituencies. 

(3) No appropriations shall be made to any church, when in the judgment of 
the Board of Managers the pastor or the church is not considered worthy of such 
aid. It is, therefore, required that any church without a pastor applying for aid shall 
confer with the Executive Secretary before the choice and settlement of a pastor. 

(4) No appropriation shall be recommended or be made toward the erection of 
any house of worship until the approval of the plan by the Board of Managers shall 
have been obtained; and in all cases where such appropriations amount to ^500, or 
more, the church or society so aided shall execute to the Convention a deed of trust 
of the property, which shall be held by the Convention until such time as the Board 
of Managers shall deem it expedient to reconvey the property. 

ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

These By-Laws, except such as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and of the 
Finance Committee, may be changed or addition made thereto at any session of the 
Convention by a majority vote. Such of the By-Laws as refer to the duties of the 
Treasurer and of the Finance Committee shall be of equal binding force with the pro- 
visions of the Constitution and can be changed only by a two-thirds vote of all the 
members present at any session of the Convention, after at least three months notice 
in writing to the clerks of all churches entitled to representation by delegates. 


LEGACIES AND ANNUITIES 

In all legal documents the name of this organization should appear as "The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention.” The Executive Secretary of the Convention will 
advise persons wishing to make bequests for the use of the Convention or for the 
Convention to hold in trust for the purpose of any particular object. Gifts of money 
ultimately for the benefit of the Convention will be accepted and interest according 
to the established annuity rates paid to the donor during life. This plan has the ad- 
vantage of yielding an exceptionally large rate of interest to the donor for life, while 
assuring the Convention of the entire amount of money desired to be given at the 
death of the donor, without any deduction for the settlement of the estate. The 
Executive Secrtary will furnish full information upon request.

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MINUTES OF THE 126th ANNUAL MEETING 

of the 

Connecticut Baptist Convention 
First Baptist Church, Meriden 

Wednesday, Thursday, Friday, October 19, 20, and 21, 1949 

The Convention was called to order at 7:30, Wednesday night, October 19th, 
by President Amasa D. Pierce. Rev. Kenneth M. Cooper, Director of Town and 
Country Work, led the congregation in singing of Convention hymn "God of Grace 
and God of Glory.” Rev. Clayton F. Smith, co-minister. Central Church, Hartford, 
led in prayer. Mrs. Howard G. Colwell, President of the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention, was presented as key-note speaker by Mrs. Howard S. Palmer. The sub- 
ject of Mrs. Colwell’s address was "Priceless Opportunities.” An offering for Con- 
vention expenses was received. A hymn, "Immortal Love,” was sung. 

President Pierce presented Rev. Gene E. Bartlett, First Church, Evanston, Illi- 
nois, who gave the first in his series of devotional messages. Mr. Bartlett’s subject 
was "To Whom It May Concern.” The meeting adjourned at 9:00* with benediction 
by Mr. Bartlett. 


Thursday Morning, October 20 

The Convention was called to order at 10:00, First Vice President, Dr. Charles 
F. Banning, presiding. Hymn, "O Worship the King.” Rev. William D. Goble, 
First Church, West Haven, led in prayer. In die absence of the pastor. Dr. Fred 

L. Shiffer, Mrs. Shiffer brought greetings on behalf of the church and read a per- 
sonal welcome from Dr. Shiffer. Rev. Paul G. Schade, Community Church, Nor- 
walk, presented the Convention Program on behalf of the committee. Voted that 
program be adopted subject to such changes that may be found necessary. President 
Pierce announced the appointment of the Committee on Place and Preacher: Dr. 

M. H. Mason, Chairman; Rev. K. L. Maxwell, Mrs. H. R. Nelson, Mrs. Elwood 
Stewart, Dr. F .W. Jacobs. 

Dr. Frank M. Swaffield, Calvary Church, New Haven, reported for the 
Special Committee on Baptist Home. He reviewed the activity of the committee 
since its appointment and thrilled the Convention by reading a letter from President 
Pierce offering his home in Brooklyn to the Convention for a Home for Aged Bap- 
tists. Dr. Swaffield Moved a vote of appreciation to Mr. and Mrs. Pierce for their 
generous offer. This received hearty seconds from the floor. It was agreed that 
Mr. Pierce’s letter should be read at a later session of the Convention and that 
the attention of the gift be brought to the chairman of the Resolutions Committee 
for action by the Convention. It was Voted to accept the gift of the property and 
that it be referred to the Finance Committee with power to work out the details 
that are necessary to put this plan into effect. 
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The special committee on Convention-Suffield Academy Relationships reported 
through Chairman, Rev. Heyward M. Foreman. Following a brief statement, he 
presented Headmaster Conrad Hahn who gave an intimate and interesting story 
of life at the Academy. Ashley L. Bickmore, acting director of the Suffield Rehab- 
ilitation Campaign, distributed a finance report showing the progress of the cam- 
paign to raise ^50,000 within the Connecticut Convention for the renovation of the 
Middle Building as a Baptist Memorial. Mr. Bickmore stated that it was the purpose 
of the committee to end the financial campaign December 31. 

"Causes” were presented by Rev. Alvin D. Johnson, First Church, Middle- 
town, Chairman of Committee, who spoke on behalf of the Ministers and Mission- 
aries Board and presented Rev. Paul Collyer, representative of the American Bible 
Society. 

Following the singing of a hymn "A Charge To Keep I Have,” Dr. Banning 
presented Mr. Pierce, who delivered his annual message. The subject was "Much 
Will Be Expected.” An offering was received. 

The annual sermon was preached by Rev. Louis J. Shepler, recently retired 
pastor of the First Church, Mystic, after the singing of "My Faith Looks Up To 
Thee.” Mr. Shepler’s subject was "No Other Name.” Text; Acts 4:12. The 
morning session closed with the benediction by Mr. Shepler. 

Luncheon was served in the -dining room of the church at the recess. 


Thursday Afternoon 

The afternoon session was convened at 2:00 with the singing of a hymn, 
"Love Divine.” Prayer was offered by Rev. Winfield F. Ramish of the Stratford 
Church. At 2:10 the President presented Dr. Terrell, Executive Secretary, and the 
Convention Staff. Dr. Terrell presented the report of the Board of Managers which 
had been approved at tbeir meeting Wednesday afternoon along with his report as 
Director of Promotion for the Convention. The report of the Promotion Committee 
was made by Rev. Burtt N. Timbie in the absence of the chairman. Rev. Glenn H. 
Asquith, who was ill. Mr. Timbie Moved the adoption of the Committee’s report. 
Both reports were accepted and ordered filed. The reports of the Department of 
Christian Education and Committee on Education were persented by Rev. Edwin 
H. Tuller, Director of the Department, and Rev. Alvin D. Johnson, Chairman of 
the Committee. The reports were accepted and placed on file. Rev. Kenneth M. 
Cooper, Director Department of Town and Country Work, and Rev. William 
Millar, pastor Noank Church, presented jointly the work of the Department. At 
the conclusion of the presentation, Mr. Millar presented to a committee from the 
Banksville Church a check for ^500. This was an "incentive” award, the church 
having matched the Convention gift with a similar amount for renovation of their 
church building. 
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In the absence of W. S. Fuller, Chairman of the Finance Committee, Phillip 
H. Graham combined the report of the Finance Committee with his Treasurer’s 
Report as representative of the Hartford National Bank & Trust Co., the Treas- 
urer of the Convention. Mr. Graham announced that the Convention had carried 
on its work during the year within the Operating Budget. The report was accepted 
and ordered filed. 

The President introduced Dr. Paul Shelford, Public Relations Director of the 
Andover-Newton Theological School, and Dr. Howard B. Weatherbee, representa- 
tive of the New England Baptist Hospital Finance Campaign. 

At 3:00' President Pierce turned over the Chair to Mrs. Pierce, President of 
the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut. The hymn "Stand Up for 
Jesus” was sung. The report of the year was presented by Mrs. Walter Wood. 
Mrs. Pierce presented Miss Helen Schmitz, Director of Public Relations of the 
W.A.B.H.M.S., who spoke on "The Baptist Jubilee in the West Indies.” 

An offertory quartet arranged by Mr. Cooper sang as the offering was re- 
ceived; hymn "I Need Thee Every Hour”; worship and meditation by Mr. Bartlett. 
His subject was "The Hidden Judgments of God.” Adjournment followed the 
benediction by Mr. Bartlett at 4:45. 

All-Convention Dinner 

At 5:30 delegates and guests overflowed the dining room for the All-Convention 
Dinner. Dr. C. F. Banning, Toastmaster. Dr. F. W. Jacobs, Messiah Church, Bridge- 
port, offered Grace following the Doxology. The following introductions were made: 
Dr. R. P. Daniel, Shaw University, Raleigh, North Carolina; Dr. J. E. Skoglund, Asso- 
ciate Secretary A.B.F.M.S., New York; Rev. Luigi Turco, President of the Italian 
National Convention; Dr. F. W. Jacobs, The Connecticut Baptist Union. Dr. Terrell 
presented the new pastors and their families. Mr. Pierce presented Rev. and Mrs. 
Ivanhoe McCollum. Mr. McCollum is the pastor-elect of the First Church, Danielson. 
Words of welcome to the new pastors were spoken by President Pierce. Rev. E. A. 
Sherwood, First Church, New Haven, responded for the group. The address of the 
Dinner was delivered by Rev. Chester A. Sillars, pastor. Church of Christ, Disciples, 
Danbury. Subject: "Is This The Will Of The Lord?”

M. Hainer, Winsted, who gave the report on behalf of the Committee and presented 
Rev. W. Glenn Roberts, Executive Secretary of the Council of Churches, who brought 
greetings and spoke briefly on the work of the Council. The report was adopted and 
ordered filed. Rev. Major L. Johnson, Chairman of the Permanent Council, presented 
the report and Moved its adoption. It was ordered. Mr. Hoadley presented the re- 
port of the Resolutions Committee, copies of which were circulated at the Thursday 
night session. It was Voted to accept and adopt without further reading the Resolu- 
tions with the exception of the Resolution regarding the Pierce Home which was reread 
for the benefit of those not present at the time Mr. Pierce offered his property to the 
Convention. Following the reading of this Resolution, it was Voted by acclamation, 
the entire Convention standing and registering in prolonged applause the appreciation 
of Connecticut Baptists. The Resolution concerning further liberalizing of certain 
liquor and gambling laws of Connecticut was given special attention. It was Voted 
that copies of these Resolutions be sent to the State Council of Churches, the Federal 
Council of Churches in New York, and to members of the Connecticut Legislature. 
These instruction were later carried out by Mr. .Hoadley. 

The report of the Nominating Committee was made by Chairman Gordon L. 
Corbett, pastor. First Church, Montowese. The report was accepted, adopted, and on 
Motion nominations were closed and the Chairman of the Nominating Committee 
authorized to cast one ballot for all nominees.

On his Motion the report was accepted and order- 
ed filed. Dr. Mason presented Rev. Alma G. Broadhead, Director of Eastside Chris- 
tian Center, Bridgeport, who gave an interesting description of the work of the Center. 
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The Evangelism Committee report was offered, through Rev. Major L. Johnson, 
pastor, Memorial Church, Hartford. The report was ordered accepted and placed on 
file. In the absence of Chairman, Dr. J. Melvin Prior, Second Church, Suffield, at- 
tention was called to the mimeographed report of the Committee on Publicity. It was 
accepted and ordered placed on file. The Committee on Social Action reported through 
Rev. Kenneth L. Maxwell, co-minister of the Central Church, Hartford, who called 
attention to the correlation of the work of the Committee with that of the Woman’s 
Society and the B.Y.F. The report was accepted and adopted. Due to illness, C. 
Stanton Gallup, President of the State Laymen’s Council was unable to be present. 
His report was given by President A. D. Pierce. It was received and adopted. 

Voted that through the Executive Secretary Convention greetings be sent to Dr. 
and Mrs. Elbert E. Gates now enroute to their winter home in Florida. Voted that 
publicity concerning Baptist Home be made available for CRUSADER. President 
Pierce on behalf of the Convention expressed appreciation for the services of Mr. 
Bilger who has served the Convention well during the sessions and suggested that 
greetings be sent to Dr. Shiffer who is ill. These greetings later were conveyed in a 
personal visit to Dr. Shiffer by President Pierce and Dr. Terrell. The offering was re- 
ceived.

At the Noon hour a buffet luncheon was provided by the women of the en- 
tertaining church. The pastors were served to an annual complimentary luncheon made 
available through the cooperation of the Convention and President Pierce. The minis- 
ters’ luncheon was in charge of its chairman. Rev. Ralph D. Randall, First Church, 
Bristol, and Rev. Walter H. Loomis, Area Chairman of the Stewardship Advance. Dr. 
Terrell outlined the Advance program and presented the National Stewardship Advance 
Chairman, Dr. Shields T. Hardin, North Orange, New Jersey, who delivered an ad- 
dress on "The Minister and the Ministry.” 

Friday Afternoon 

A Memorial Service was conducted by Rev. Sargis Matson. Hymn — "For All 
The Saints Who From Their Labors Rest.” Scripture, Rev. William V. Allen, Main 
Street Church, Meriden, and prayer Mr. Hainer. Following the reading of the Obit- 
uary report by Mr. Matson, the Convention stood in respectful silence. The Memorial 
period concluded with the hymn "Faith of Our Fathers.” 

Committee on Place and Preacher reported through the chairman. Dr. Mason. 
Place of next meeting, First Church, New Haven; Preacher, Rev. William W. Sulli- 
van, Second Church, Bridgeport, Alternate, Rev. William Millar, First Church, Noank, 
The report was accepted and adopted. Dr. Mason offered the following information: 
Invitations have been received from the following churches —

1954 New London, First 
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Rev. Walter H. Loomis presided at the Stewardship Advance session. Follow- 
ing the presentation of his report which was adopted he explained the program and pre- 
sented materials of the Stewardship Advance. Dr. Terrell supplemented Mr. Loomis’ re- 
port and presented Dr. Shields T. Hardin. His topic was "New Wineskins.” Mr. 
Schade on behalf of the Program Committee announced that Dr. Hardin would take 
the place of Mr. Bartlett at the closing service Friday night. 

President Pierce read a telegram from Dr. Stanley Stuber, Executive Secretary 
of Church World Service, urging immediate gifts of clothing for the needy people of 
Europe. 

President Pierce turned over the gavel to Rev. Walter H. Loomis, who con- 
vened the annual meeting of the Connecticut Baptist Education Society. The annual 
report was presented by Stetson K. Ryan, Recording Secretary. It was adopted. The 
Treasurer’s report was presented by Mr. Graham. It was adopted. Mr. Graham, on 
behalf of a special committee named at the last Convention who are looking toward 
the merger of the Education Society with the Connecticut Baptist Convention 
reported that the necessary legal steps had been taken by the Society and that the 
way was now clear for the merger of the Society with the State Convention. Mr. 
Graham read the action of the Education Society at its annual meeting a year ago, 
and reported on the steps that had been taken during the year to carry out the in- 
structions of the Society. The Education Society then Voted to adjourn for an inter- 
val in order that the Convention might take proper action on an Overture from the 
Education Society. President Pierce called the Convention in session and recognized Mr. 
Graham who presented the following resolution which was unanimously adopted. Re- 
solved That, this Convention, acting in pursuance of the votes or resolutions of the 
Connecticut Baptist Education Society, passed by it on October 22, 1948, and on this 
date, relative to the transfer of the properties and assets of said Society to it (the 
said Convention), and also in pursuance of Special Act No. 59 of the 1949 session 
of the General Assembly of this State, shall accept and receive from said Society all 
of its properties and assets of whatever nature including such as it may be entitled to 
have in the future (or would be so entitled given continued corporate existence) , taking 
full legal and equitable title thereto; and, to this end, the officers of this Convention, 
and each of them are hereby authorized and instructed to accept and receive such pro- 
perties and assets, in behalf of said Convention, and to execute such instruments or 
other papers as may be necessary or desirable thereunto; and said officers and each of 
them, as may be deemed wise or expedient, may assume, in behalf of this Convention, 
the outstanding obligations of said Society, and those to be incurred by it (if any) , 
provided all of said Society’s properties and assets shall be transferred and delivered 
to said Convention and provided such assumption shall not exceed the value of^ such 
properties and assets.” Again President Pierce yielded the Chair to Mr. Loomis, Presi- 
dent of the Education Society. 

Mr. Graham offered the following resolution concerning the dissolution of the 
Education Society and the transfer of the administration of its work to the State 
Convention to be directed through the Department of Christian Education: "This 
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Society, having today previously voted to convey, transfer and deliver its properties and 
assets (except for possible reserves against liabilities) to the Connecticut Baptist Con- 
vention, upon condition of its acceptance thereof, and said Convention having subse- 
quently voted that acceptance, there is no longer reason for the continued existence of 
this Society and consequently, and in pursuance of the provisions of Special Act No. 
59 of the 1949 session of the General Assembly of this state, it is hereby 


VOTED that this Society dissolve and terminate its corporate existence, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of said Special Act and also of sections 5262 and 5268 of the 
Connecticut General Statutes (Revision of 1949), said dissolution and termination of 
corporate existence to be effectuated by its officers, or any of them as soon as practi- 
cable after it has divested itself of its said properties and assets. 

Motion was made and carried that present officers be re-elected and that the 
Secretary cast one ballot. The meeting of the Education Society adjourned at 3:40. 

The pastor’s quartet sang and an offering was received. The Convention sang 
"Faith Of Our Fathers.” Mr. Bartlett presented his concluding message the subject of 
which was "Where There’s Hope, There’s Life.” The worship service concluded with 
the singing of "Our God, Our Help, In Ages Past.” Benediction by Mr. Bartlett. 

At 5:00 the young people assembled at the church for an informal reception 
preceding the banquets at 6:00. The women held their banquet at the Center Con- 
gregational Church with Miss Helen Schmitz as speaker. The men’s banquet was 
held at the Liberty Street Church, Dr. Shields T. Hardin, speaker. A Jr. Hi banquet 
was arranged by the Main Street Baptist Church. The Young People’s banquet was 
held at the First Baptist Church. 


Friday Evening 

The congregaton that filled the Sanctuary united in singing the Convention 
hymn "God of Grace and God of Glory.” The prayer was offered by the Rev. E. A. 
Sherwood. The B.Y.F. report was offered through its president, Robert Davis, of 
Central Church, Norwich. It was approved. The young people united in singing the 
"Lord’s Prayer.” 

At 8:40 President Pierce called for unfinished business in order that there 
would be no further business following the worship and meditation. Mr. Schade, as 
chairman of the Program Committee, reviewed the sessions and gave the highlights. 
Mr. Packer gave a detailed and complete report on behalf of the Enrollment Com- 
mittee. The total offering at the Convention was ^327.22. 

The evening offering was received and the minister’s quartet sang. The Con- 
vention united in singing "All Hail the Power of Jesus Name” following which Dr. 
Hardin delivered the closing address. Hymn — "Lead On, O King Eternal.” Benediction 
by Dr. Hardin. 
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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

TO THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CONVENTION 
FIRST CHURCH, MERIDEN, OCTOBER 19, 20, 21, 1949 

This, the one hundred twenty-sixth session of The Connecticut Baptist Conven- 
tion, will be recorded as "The Rainbow Convention.” Here we will formally launch 
The Stewardship Advance Program which will engage all Norths rn Baptists for the 
convention year, 1949-50. The symbol of this Advance is the Rainbow and the in- 
escapable slogan is "Does Your Covenant With God Match God’s Covenant With 
You?” This great church has senssd the significance of this Advance in the arrange- 
ment of the pulpit platform for the Convention sessions. The symbol and the slogan of 
The Advance will be kept constantly before our eyes throughout the sessions of the 
convention. 

We are assembled in Meriden for the seventh time since the Civil War. 

Our office records carry us back to 1864 and the first recorded Convention here 
was in 1878. At that time the convention was comprised of 119 churches with 20,640 
members. The record of Missionary giving for that year was: Domestic Missions, 
^3,905.70'. .Home Missions, ^3,551.54. Foreign Missions, ^3,423.64. Woman’s Mis- 
sionary Society, ^2,981.07. Bible Cause and Publication Society, ^504.13. A total of 
^14,366.08. There were 747 baptisms reported. Seventeen churches were pastorless. 
Twenty-one new pastors had been settled during the year. "The average pastoral age 
of the pastors of the convention was two years and two months.” There were 151 Sun- 
day School and. Missions with an enrollment of 19,500. Five hundred and fifty-five 
baptisms from the Sunday Schools. This historical paragraph is made a preface to 
this report in order to invite reflection and comparison. Note which way we have 
been moving in Missionary interest as revealed in the total amount contributed for Mis- 
sions. Observe also what has happened in Evangelism as revealed in the number of 
baptisms recorded. And compare the Sunday School enrollment figures. After all our 
Sunday Schools are the seed beds from which we draw to plant the fields of the church 
and the kingdom. 

When last we met in this city, eleven years ago, (1938) we were beginning to 
clear away the debris of the devastating hurricane. Many of our churches have not yet 
fully recovered from that disaster. 

The General Secretary in closing his report that year called upon the Convention 
to minister in love and sympathy to "our hurricane-stricken brethren.” He also com- 
mended us to the Compassionate Christ and challenged us to carry on in a distraught 
world until: 

"The war-drum throbs no longer 
And the battle-flag is furled. 

In the parliament of man 
The federation of the world” 

Since that day we have passed through the most terrible war ever inflicted upon man- 
kind. 
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But we are the kingdom builders, and in that faith and hope which is our Chris- 
tian birthright we must go on clearing away the rubble of that fearful conflict. Even as 
we write this report the ominous news of the possession of the atomic "Know-how” by 
Russia has become the chief radio diet and with such terrible implications as the an- 
nouncement that one tramp steamer could easily slip into an American port with suffi- 
cient bomb stuff to cause the death of 35,000,000 people. But against the back-drop of 
such demonic clouds rainbows are reflected. We suspect that never in the history of 
the world were there so many people honestly and earnestly seeking the way to a decent 
world. Nor were there ever so many willing to admit that "Christ Is The Answer.” 


Appreciation 

In presenting this report on behalf of the Board of Managers I am sure that 
they would want mie to express appreciation to the churches, to all pastors and lay 
people, who during the year have cooperated so loyally in promoting effectively the 
work of the State and Northern Baptist Conventions. This has been a year of some 
significant achievements because of the sense of solidarity manifest in intelligent team 
work. Also I should be permitted to express my appreciation for the invaluable services 
of the Board of Managers, the Executive and other committees of the Board, as well as 
to the appointive and special committees. 


The Evangelism Crusade 

April 30 marked the conclusion of the Evangelism Crusade as an official pro- 
gram of the denomination. In our Convention it was ably led by Mr. Tuller, sup- 
ported by the convention staff, and the expanded Evangelism committee, and shared by 
a large number of pastors and lay helpers. Neither on the national level nor the state 
level did the Crusade accomplish all that had been hoped and expected, but there: were 
signal victories in many churches of the state. It has been pertinently said that "you 
cannot evangelize a procession.” It probably is true that the people are too busy here 
and there about a multiplicity of material affairs to provide an atmosphere in which 
the Spirit can do His work. Evangelism if it is to be worth while must be artesian. 
It is a thing of The Spirit, not a gadget geared on to a denominational program as an 
accessory. 


The World Mission Crusade 

The year marked the end of most of the payments to the World Mission Crusade 
except for a few churches and individuals exceedingly conscious of their pledge responsi- 
bility but found it impossible to make their payments on time. On our total pledge of 
^343,000, ^301,300 has been paid, transmitted, and invested in the great work of re- 
building the physical properties and the program abroad and at home. During the year 
^35,000. was received from the churches on the W.M.C. account. Heralded as a mis- 
sionary accomplishment of unprecedented dimension the Crusade nevertheless left 
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something to be desired. The constantly mounting cost of living and the consequent 
shrinking dollar made fourteen million dollars more like nine or ten million in terms 
of the cost of the various projects to which the money had been geared. Also, the 
^'leveling off” theory failed to materialize making necessary the emergency campaign 
known as The Shares of Success. This caused confusion and misunderstanding and 
consequent criticism which is always damaging to fellowship and is inimical to the build- 
ing of a strong and solid structure of cooperation within the denomination. 


Group Conversations 

By all odds the most helpful approach toward acquainting the people with the 
total denominational program and purpose yet undertaken by the State Conventions in 
cooperation with the Council on Finance and Promotion was the holding of 328 Group 
Conversations throughout the area of the N. B. C. 2852 pastors and 1028 wives 
gathered in small groups in parsonages (with a few exceptions) to discuss the pro- 
blems of the local church and the larger problems of the cormnon kingdom task. 

The ten Conversations in Connecticut brought together 75 ministers and 51 
pastors’ wives. While this project naturally comes within the province of the Com- 
mittee on Promotion, by unanimous vote the State Pastors’ Conference accepted joint 
responsibility for arranging and promoting them. 

Due to the generosity of hosts and hostesses and the cooperative sportsmanship 
of the pastors, the Group Conversations proved an economical channel for the promo- 
tion' of denominational fellowship and program. About ^25.00 was turned back to 
the missionary treasury. 


Expansion and Consolidation 

In the organized departments of Christian Education and Town and Country 
Work, significant expansion has taken place during the past year. These will be cover- 
ed in the reports of Mr. Tuller and Mr. Cooper. Suffice it to say here they have given 
themselves to their tasks with great fidelity and merit the appreciation of a grateful con- 
stituency. 

As in eveiry progressive organization changes have to be made in the constitution 
and by-laws of the convention occasionally. In the interest of efficiency recent changes 
have been made in order that the Town and Country Committee could take over the 
functions of the Aided Church committee. The bi-lingual committee has become the 
City Committee. The Connecticut Baptist is no longer set up as an independent ac- 
count and it is anticipated that at this session of the Convention The Connecticut Bap- 
tist Education Society will be dissolved and its work transferred through Convention 
action to the Department of Education of the Convention. 
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Men on the March 

The Connecticut Convention Laymen’s Council has come alive again under the 
leadership of Stanton Gallup, his fellow officers, and the Convention President, Amasa 
D. Pierce. Despite the fact that plans were late getting under way the Laymen’s Re- 
treat held at Suffield Academy, September 10 and 11 amounted to a revival. Almost 
seventy-five men attended the Retreat which featured the best in out-door recreation 
and sports, conferences and inspirational sessions. The Academy proved the perfect 
host. The next big project to be undertaken by the men is the Men’s Banquet, Friday 
evening of the Convention with Dr. Shields T. Hardin as speaker. 


Suffield Academy 

The Convention at New Britain two years ago authorized a campaign to attempt 
to raise ^50,000 toward the Suffield Academy Improvement and Rehabilitation program. 
This program was side-tracked for the Shares of Success program. At the moment Mr. 
Bickmore of the Academy is engaged in organizing for the gift campaign on the asso- 
ciation level. Already the Ashford Association has over-subscribed its quota by a 
handsome margin. As of October first ^23,854.96 has been paid in toward the ^50,000. 


The Connecticut Baptist 

The cordial reception given The Connecticut Baptist is our reward for all the 
hard work that goes into its production. It requires between two and two and one-half 
days each month on the part of the Editor and Business Manager to edit and other- 
wise prepare the material for the printer. In addition to this there are the page editors 
who cooperate helpfully in making our state paper one of the top ranking monthlies 
of the; State Conventions of the N. B. C. Send us more news and more subscriptions! 


The Family Budget 

Connecticut, like every other cooperating and affiliating organization of the 
Northern Baptist Convention felt the tremor of the cut-back in Northern Baptist Mis- 
sionary income last year, however, we were in not as unfavorable position as many 
of the State Conventions. This is due to the careful foresight of our Convention 
Finance Committee which deemed it unwise to budget the suggested amount 
allowed by the N. B. C. for State Convention work. The Convention operated within 
its voted budget by ^1,600. This year we are being asked to submit to the National 
Finance Committee before November 1, our proposed convention budget beginning 
May 1. This is in line with the demands we have been making for many years that 
the National Budget be agreed upon well in advance of the current fiscal year. 

This poses some problems for us. Especially in the light of the expanding needs 
within our state, more money for Town and Country Work, City work and the pro^ 
gram of Christian Education; and for capital needs, a Home for Aged Baptists, a 
Christian Center Building for Bridgeport, and a camp site for our summer youth pro- 
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The Secretary’s Residence 

At the Board meeting one year ago it was voted to buy the house at 2801 
Albany Avenue, West Hartford, as a "Residence For The Executive Secretary.” On 
May 31, 1949, the deed was signed and The Connecticut Convention took its place: with 
several other enterprising conventions that have already made this wise provision. The 
property will be set up on the Convention treasurer S' books as an asset of the Conven- 
tion. The salary of the Executive Secretary was adjusted to meet the situation since 
he will now be residing in a rent-free home. This calls for a very sincere personal 
expression of appreciation in which Mrs. Terrell unites with enthusiasm. 


"The Colony of Heaven” 

In his letter to the Philippians Paul describes the church as "The Colony of 
Heaven.” If the description does not fit all our Baptist churches, at least we can ac- 
cept it as an ideal, a goal to challenge us. The State Convention is nothing more or 
less than the churches. "Nothing’ said Chesterton, "is real rmtil it becomes local! 
After all our concern is for what happens in the local church. What has happened on 
the field during the past year? That is what matters most! There have been an un- 
usually small number of pulpit changes. Many churches have improved their prop- 
erties and a highly interesting phase of this has been that through the voluntary service 
of lay people thousands of dollars have been saved in labor cost. And the priceless 
by-product is the building of a closer fellowship within the local church. We have ob- 
served a more than usual tendency toward union with churches of other communions. 
In some instances this urge has been stimulated by the prevailing ecumenical spirit 
illustrated in the formation of a World Council of Churches; the continuing progress 
toward the union of Northern Baptists and Disciples; and in the patent necessity for a 
closer fellowship among Protestants in an effort to withtsand the encroachment of those 
who would nullify the fundamental American principle of the separation of Church 
and State. There is also the economic factor. In certain communities some sort of 
federation or union of the Protestant churches has been considered a necessity since 
neither denomination was able economically to stand alone, and even the pooling of 
their financial resources is scarcely sufficient to pay the preacher a decent wage or to 
maintain an effective community program. There is a third consideration and some- 
times I wonder if it does not loom larger than either the ecumenical or the economical. 
It stems from indifference toward Baptist Tradition and the lack of conviction as to 
Baptist principles. Our Roman Catholic friends boldly assert that Protestantism must 
fail because it has no tradition. In New England Baptists have had a tradition, a 
Message and a Mission. Today the trend is toward sublimating all of these for the 
sake of a larger membership roll and a broader financial base. 


Team Work 

The crisp autumn air is filled with the shouts of youth cheering their high 
school or college team on to victory on a thousand playing fields. Their heroes in foot- 
ball togs are being drilled in the all-important matter of team work. The coach seeks 
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to develop the individual player and then to weld him into what they call a “smooth 
machine.” The best player disqualifies himself when self-preferment, or jealousy, or 
pique, gets the upper hand of him. In Mr. Pierce, our Convention President, and Mrs. 
Pierce, the President of our splendid Woman’s Missionary Society, we have a challeng- 
ing example of Christian teamwork. We are grateful to God for their consecrated 
leadership. I am happy to report that throughout the year there has been well nigh 
perfect team work in the office. In Mr. Tuller and Mr. Cooper we have team mates 
who know how to play their positions in the line; who know the value of team work; 
and who keep their eyes constantly on the goal. 

I doubt whether there is a member of the Board of Managers or a pastor in 
the convention but who at some time or other during the past year has not been the 
recipient of some courteous service rendered by the young ladies who work with us in 
headquarters office. They serve well and winsomely. They merit our hearty apprecia- 
tion.

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REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT SECRETARY 
AND DIRECTOR OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 

The work of your Director of Christian Education is very closely tied up with 
that of the Committee on Christian Education. Since that committee report is to he 
presented to the Convention at another time, I need not here report on this aspect of 
my work. It might be interesting to note, however, that there are seven sub-committees 
which carry on the work of the department with which I have direct responsibility. 
They are the three age group committees, children, youth, and adult, and the four 
functional groups, leadership education, missionary education, student counseling, and 
the weekday and vacation church schools. It would be impossible for me to serve our 
churches in these many fields without the constant service of the devoted men and 
women who serve without recompense on these committees. To them goes my heart- 
felt thanks, and I know the members of our Convention join me in this expression. 
I feel that we are indeed fortunate to have been able to enlist these skilled leaders for 
our combined efforts in the field of Christian Education, and know you will read the 
report of their work with interest. 


During the year just closed, I have been acting as Connecticut Director of the 
Crusade for Christ Through Evangelism. We could point out cases where this crusade 
made a profound and lasting effect upon our churches and people. However, it is im- 
possible to evaluate adequately such an effort. Statistics, were they available, would 
not tell the picture. It is what happens to individual men and women that counts. 
And the deepest things in life and in the Christian experience are not shared. To the 


Rev. Major L. Johnson, Crusade Chairman, and the members of his committee, go our 
sincere thanks of hard work and a job well done. Let us remember, however, that the 
crusade never ends.” These should be die days of harvest of seed well sown. Let us 
pray God that His harvest might be great. 


As business manager of THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST, I shall report 
progress in news coverage, the creation of a pleasing format, and continued appreciation 
from subscribers. All this, but no increase in the number of subscriptions. This im- 
portant instrument for dispensing denominational information should be more effec- 
tively promoted in the churches. 

It is my privilege to serve on many committees of the Connecticut Council of 
Churches as well as on some national committees of the Northern Baptist Convention. 
In this way and through work in the field I endeavor to let the work of our depart- 
ment be felt in wider circles than our own, and be correlated with other significant work 
being done in God’s Kingdom. 


It has been interesting for me during the months since our last Convention to 
work with a small committee making suggestions for the method of transferring the 
work of the Connecticut Baptist Education Society to the Connecticut Baptist Conven- 
tion. We shall all endeavor to serve the youth of our constituency who desire to further 
their education for the Christian Ministry. 
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In bringing this brief report to a close, I want to express deep appreciation for 
the most cordial and self-sacrificing spirit of our state staff. Dr. Terrell, Ken Cooper, 
Dorothy Dreher, Louise Hesse and I have been exceedingly happy in our staff relation- 
ships. Each has helped the other in carrying out our one task — a task which, though 
divided in many ways as to definite responsibility, could never have been accomplished 
without complete teamwork. Our hours on the job are many, but our work is interest- 
ing and significant. Above all we have the joy of feeling that together we have served 
individuals and churches to the Glory of God and of our Lord and Master Jesus Christ 
whom we seek to serve with all our heart and soul and mind and strength.

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REPORT OF THE 

DEPARTMENT OF TOWN AND COUNTRY WORK 

KENNETH M. COOPER, Director 


With the Annual Meeting of the Connecticut Baptist Convention at Meriden 
this year, the Town and Country Department is five years old. At such a time one 
may reasonably ask, "Has the establishment of a Town and Country Department been 
worthwhile?” The answer to that question must be made by others than the director 
of the department. However if the demand for the services of the department is any 
criterion, it may be said that the demand has been great. To meet the ever increasing 
demands upon time, strength and talent in the field to which you have called me has 
been a task in which I have found great joy these five years. 

A New Responsibility 

This year, for the first time, the Town and Country Department has carried 
responsibility for administering aid to town and country churches. Our committee has 
given much thought to this new responsibility. In our thinking, the basic principle 
underlying the granting of aid to churches is that aid is given to encourage growth, 
with the full expectation that the need for aid will be outgrown. While there are ex- 
ceptions to all rules, we feel the rule is sound. It shall be our study to discover ways 
and means to make our aid to churches a stimulus toward a strong, self-reliant life. 

Incentive Program 

Augmenting our program of aid to churches is the incentive program made pos- 
sible by the allocation to our committee of ^5,000' from the World Mission Crusade 
Fund. This program seeks to encourage town and country churches to bring their 
physical equipment up to a standard which shall make for larger service. It is all too 
true that, in many of our small communities, the church suffers by comparison with 
the public school. Facilities for Christian Education and social activities are either non- 
existent or woefully inadequate. Money from this fund is allocated by our committee 
only on such terms as will provide incentive for the raising of money by the local church 
for needed improvements or expanded program. Our first project in this program is 
with the Banksville Baptist Church. In this case our grant of five hundred dollars 
stimulated local effort which provides repairs and improvements to the vestry and heat- 
ing plant costing approximately fifteen hundred dollars. We are proceeding cautiously 
in this program to insure the greatest possible benefits from the limited resources at our 
disposal. 


Special Efforts 

During this year I have been privileged to work with Mr. Tuller in the Evan- 
gelism Crusade. I gave special assistance to the Memorial Church in New Britain and 
to the Stonington Church in Ten Day Cooperative Crusades. On two occasions I 
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visited other states assisting in town and country work; teaching at a pastor’s conference 
in Maine and speaking at a series of church clinics in New Hampshire. As a member 
of the Rural Life Committee of the Connecticut Council of Churches I was active in 
planning the annual Rural Life Conference, held at Glastonbury. 


The Ongoing Program 

The regular work of the department registers a normal growth. Attendance at 
the Town and Country Pastor’s Conference at Block Island was larger this year. The 
program, in which Dr. Terrell played an important role, was of an high order. Six 
young women did excellent work in Vacation Church Schools throughout the state. They 
are Misses Phyllis Storrs, Elizstbeth Fitch, Nancy Johnson, Virginia Whiting, Joan 
Glover and Glenna Dewhurst. The director has counseled with many churches and 
pastors and has arranged for pulpit supply in numerous instances. 

With appreciation for the cooperation of the members of our committee and 
the officers and staff members of the convention, we look forward with hope to a future 
"as bright as the promises of God.”

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DEPARTMENT OF PROMOTION

In the report presented to the Convention by the Director of Promotion eleven 
years ago at Meriden, we find this paragraph: "The total amount collected in the state 
for the year was 2100,088.93. This was a decrease from the preceding year, 1936-37, 
of ^4,630.45. This includes China relief.” 

That year the total Convention membership was reported as 29,119. Per capita 
missionary giving (total membership) was 03.44. For the year ending April 30, 1949, 
the total amount given to the Baptist World Mission, Unified Budget and World Mis- 
sion Crusade, was 0156,919.57. This reflects about a 50% increase in missionary giving 
over 1938. It is interesting to note also that in 1938 our churches gave 0468,036.29 to 
local church expenses; in 1947-48, 0554,117.73, an increase of approximately 18%. 

These figures should encourage us. They reveal the continued and increasing 
interest in the Baptist World Mission. However we must measure our advance in the 
light of the lowered productive power of the dollar. In Meriden today it perhaps re- 
quires more than 01.50 to buy what 01.00 would have purchased eleven years ago. Even 
these recorded forward steps in missionary giving are scarcely sufficient to satisfy our 
consciences. To intimate that Connecticut Baptists have come to, or even approached, 
the limit of their stewardship responsibility would be a wide misstatement and would 
be to disclose a lack of Kingdom vision. According to the latest figures released by 
the Federal Government, Connecticut stands fifth among the states in per capita in- 
come. I have figured it out fo,- Connecticut Baptists, assuming that we at least are 
average wage earners. The tithe is 0170. for each of thirty thousand Baptists, totaling 
05,100,000. On this basis the Connecticut Convention tithe would be almost five- 
sixths of the total budget of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

As overwhelming as these figures appear to be, they are not out of line with our 
responsibility in a "World Without a Rainbow.” Only as we figure it out in the light 
of Calvary’s cross do the figures appear reasonable. 

Rejoicing over the hopeful record of last year we press forward with renewed 
zeal in the confidence that the Stewardship Advance will revive the spiritual life of our 
people and bring to them the joy in giving that should be the portion of every Christian. 

The certified audit of Webster, Blanchard and Willard is appended to this re- 
port. 

With great appreciation of the invaluable cooperation of the Committee on Pro- 
motion, pastors and benevolence church treasurers, and the thousands of givers whose 
gifts we have the pleasure of remitting to the fields abroad and at home.

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REPORTS OF CONVENTION COMMITTEES 

BAPTIST YOUTH FELLOWSHIP 

The Connecticut Baptist Youth Fellowship has completed one of the most active 
and successful years in its history. The State B. Y. F. Council met six times during 
the year. 

The state newspaper, The Conn-Fab,” inaugurated less than two years ago, rose 
to new heights under the guidance of Robert Wilson, Editor-in-Chief. Subscriptions 
to the paper are available at a very moderate cost to all young people. 

The Council decided that Youth Week was an important emphasis in our B.Y.F. 
work, but could best be handled in the local churches. In several churches the young 
people had complete charge of the morning worship. 

During the summer the sessions of the Senior-Hi Assembly at Suffield, and 
the Junior-Hi Camp at Camp Hazen were enthusiastically supported. Over two hun- 
dred attended these and other conferences at Northfield, Green Lake, Ocean Park and 
Block Island. 

The Annual Convention Banquet was held in Hartford on October 22, 1948, 
with over five hundred present. As a result of the large attendance it has become 
necessary to have two banquets in order to serve those who are desirous of attending, 
one for Junior Hi’s and another for Senior Hi’s. Carrie Dollar brought a very inspir- 
ing message during the evening session of the Convention. 

The local B. Y. F. groups in Connecticut gave nearly sixty dollars toward the 
purchase of the Green Lake Communion table, being presented by the New England 
B. Y. F.’s to the Northern Baptist Assembly. Ours was the largest contribution of 
any New England State. 

Mrs. Lucille Manning is now the State World Service secretary, replacing Mrs. 
W. B. Parker. She is a member of the State Youth Council, in order to integrate 
the missionary emphasis into the total B. Y. F. program. 

The second Annual B. Y. F. Retreat was held at Camp Hazen in Chester on 
May 20, 21, and 22, 1949. The Connecticut B. Y. F. officers for 1949-50 were 
elected. There were nearly one hundred young people and counsellors present to hear 
messages brought by the Rev. Ellis Gilbert and Dr. William Sale Terrell. The purpose 
of the retreat was to bring personal enrichment and leadership training to the young 
people attending. 

Over one hundred and fifty young people who have attended Suffield at some 
time since 1943 gathered in West Hartford on September 11, 1949, to greet their 
friends and renew acquaintances. Greetings were received from more than a hundred 
others, scattered all over the United States, who were unable to be present. 

In closing this report, I would be remiss in not mentioning the fine leadership 
and spiritual inspiration given by Mr. Tuller and Mr. Matson. Without their guidance 
the Connecticut Baptist Youth Fellowship would not be what it is today.

CHRISTIAN EDUCATION COMMITTEE 

The scope of Christian Education work in the State again widened during this 
past year under the capable leadership of Director Edwin H. Tuller, and through the 
Education Committee working through its sub-committees. The main focus of interest 
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is the local church and its educational problems. No attempt is made to impress pro- 
grams upon the local church. Rather the aim is to supplement and strengthen the local 
church work in all areas of Christian Education with children, youth and adults. 

Mrs. Horace E. Gale, Chairman of the Children’s Committee, reports that an 
excellent Junior Camp was inaugurated and that enthusiasm runs high for its continu- 
ance. Her committee sponsored a meeting for Children’s Workers at the State Con- 
vention, held five institutes during the year across the state, and published "News 
Notes” for Children’s Workers, among other activities. Seven vacation schools were 
held in cooperation with the Town and Country Committee using young people trained 
at Suffield in Vacation Church School Work. 


The Youth Committee, chairmaned by Rev. Sargis Matson, reports a satisfactory 
year for the Junior High Camp. The Senior High Assembly at Suffield was outstand- 
ing this year and included a unified program of worship and study; the chapel talks, 
discussion and vespers were around a common theme, "Self-Discipline.” A more com- 
plete record of youth activities is given by B. Y. F. President Robert Davis as part of 
these reports. 

Rev. Heyward M. Foreman reports for the Adult Committee mentioning "The 
Hearthstone” a new monthly magazine for the Christian Family. The Block Island 
Assembly fof young adults is now on a self-sustaining basis and is growing each year. 
A new Assembly for Adults and one for Family groups was begun this year. 

Rev. Frank T. Hoadley, Chairman of the Leadership Education Committee, 
reported fine progress in reviewing plans for the granting of scholarships through the 
Connecticut Baptist Education Society which has proposed a merger with the Conven- 
tion. He also reported a fine program of training recreation leaders at the Block Island 
Rec. Lab., and the holding of many teacher training institutes. The top award of the 
Northern Baptist Convention Scholarship Fund was given to Major L. Johnson, Jr., 
who stood first among 1331 in national competition. David Brown of Wallingford 
V'as 22nd and also received a fine scholarship. 

In the area of student counseling, Mrs. Benjamin Reed spoke of the growing 
cooperation she is receiving from the churches. 

Mrs. Herbert M. Hainer, Chairman of the Missionary Committee, reported on 
the distribution of literature, the missionary work which is being carried on in the 
churches through the women’s organizations, and spoke of the importance and necessity 
of cultivating the interest of men in missions. 


The Christian Education work of the State has been solidly built over the years 
and greater efficiency, new areas of advance, and deeper usefulness and helpfulness to 
the local church is becoming a reality.

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CITY COMMITTEE 

Early in the year, at a special meeting of the City Committee along with the 
members of the Committee on Town and Country Work a study was made of pastors’ 
salaries in both areas of work. Afterward the City Committee attempted to reach a 
standard in the amounts of aid to be provided for pastors in the city churches asking 
for assistance. A beginning was made upon the plan of a fair and balanced program 
of denominational aid. 

The proposals were made in such forms as both to avoid in any instance the 
reduction of income for any pastor and to encourage the individual churches gradually 
to increase the amount of their own giving and to decrease their yearly askings from 
the Convention. The hope is that these churches may draw nearer to the worthy goal 
of complete independence and at the same time release funds for the Convention to 
use in the beginning of other newer work as occasion might arise. 

The Convention is mindful that part of its work is to survey the possibilities 
for extension of our Baptist work in new areas or revival of work in other areas. At 
the present moment consideration is being given to a possible development of Negro 
Baptist work in one of our cities. The Committee would very much hope that in an- 
other year it might give much more attention to this matter of extension of our work 
in various ways. 

It would be of great assistance to the City Committee if pastors or churches 
aware of possibilities of extension work in their areas would notify the committee so 
that these opportunities might be explored. 

The work which we have undertaken to do in Yellow Mill Village in Bridge- 
port involves the possible construction of a new building or purchase and renovation 
of an older building to bring our work nearer to the settlement than it is at the present 
time in the Second Baptist Church of Bridgeport, whose facilities have been used for 
some time for this purpose. It has been hoped that through special funds of our 
State Convention and of the Northern Baptist Convention we might be able to give 
substantial assistance to the local board in its effort to secure such property and to 
acquire the funds for its purchase. The matter is being held in abeyance at the moment 
until a suitable property becomes available. In the meantime the work goes along 
under the excellent supervision of Miss Alma G. Broadhead.

The Connecticut Council of Churches is the agency of the churches of Connec- 
ticut. Through it and local councils cooperative Christian work, local and state-wide, 
is carried on. It also can be the means of integrating denominational programs. 

The Council works through local organizations, such as local church Councils, 
Councils of Women, Ministerial Associations, and Men’s groups. It helps to organize 
them where needed. There are about one hundred such organizations in the state. 
There are twenty-eight local Councils of Churches (increase of three over last year) 
and thirty-three local Councils of Church Women. 

The staff members engage in a great variety of activities. Some of these are 
assisting local Councils in planning their work; aiding in setting up and many times 
actual participation in community schools of religion; sending trained workers to con- 
duct Vacation Bible Schools; encouraging the study of Christian citizenship; and con- 
ducting workshops, including studies in audio-visual education. 

Among the general activities are the regular weekly broadcasts; the annual Con- 
ference on Rural Life and Work; refresher courses for professional workers; and now 
a special committee on displaced persons. It prints "Thoughts of God for Boys and 
Girls” (three issues a year) ; partially supports a chaplain and director of clinical work 
at Norwich State Hospital. It carries on an effective program of activities with farm 
workers. 

Some of the Council’s activities are self-supporting, one or two even show- 
ing a profit. Since the troublesome deficit of the Council comes in the special work 
which the Council is doing for the churches, it would seem reasonable that the 
churches should adequately support the work. Contributions from churches are chan- 
neled through the denominations and local councils of churches, also direct contri- 
butions. 

For the past several years the Convention, in conjunction with the American 
Baptist Home Mission Society and the Board of Education of the Northern Baptist 
Convention, has been contributing ^400. annually to the Norwich Hospital clinical 
experiment. Decline in income has made it necessary for the two national organiza- 
tions to discontinue their gifts but the Convention has continued its share of ^lOO. 
The Convention also is making a direct contribution of ^250. to the Council of 
Churches general fund. The Convention, through its Department of Christian Edu- 
cation, contributes to the Vacation School program. 

A year ago in fulfilling the requirements of the revised constitution and by- 
laws a Department of Evangelism was established. Dr. C. F. Banning was asked 
to head this committee and to organize it for immediate action in the United Evan- 
gelistic Advance. 
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Your committee feels that it might be of profit to think through more care- 
fully the relation of the Connecticut Baptist Convention to the Connecticut Council 
of Churches and to decide what things we believe can be done best by ourselves and 
what things can be done better in cooperation with other denominations through the 
Connecticut Council.

The Connecticut Baptist Education Society has assisted financially nine per- 
sons the past year, five of whom are women, who are pursuing studies to prepare 
themselves for Christian service. One of the men received a grant for the first semes- 
ter of study only; the others were awarded grants for the first and second semesters. 

At the January session of the General Assembly a bill was introduced peti- 
tioning the legal termination of the existence of the Society, and the transfer and 
provisions for acceptance of its financial assets by the Connecticut Baptist Conven- 
tion. Favorable action was taken on the bill by the General Assembly, and the 
executive committee of the Society has proceeded to carry out the provisions of the bill. 

During the year a special committee has given thought and study to the 
preparation of a report, to be presented to the Board of Managers of the Con- 
necticut Baptist Convention, suggesting methods and procedures to be followed 
in granting financial assistance to applicants for scholarship aid.

Minutes 

The 131st annual meeting of the Connecticut Baptist Education Society was 
held at the First Baptist Church, Meriden, Friday afternoon, October 21, 1949, and 
was called to order by the president. Rev. Walter H. Loomis. 

The report of the secretary was approved as presented. 

The following resolution was read by Phillip H. Graham, auditor of the 
Society: Resolved, That, in pursuance of the vote of this Society relative to transfer of 
its assets to the Connecticut Baptist Convention, passed at its meeting of October 22, 
1948, and also as Special Act No. 59 of the 1949 Session of the General Assembly 
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of this State, which Act was approved on May 17, 1949, the officers hereof, and 
any of them, are hereby authorized and instructed, upon due assurance that said 
Convention will accept, to transfer, grant, convey, assign, quit claim, assure, turn 
over and deliver to said Convention all of said Society’s properties and assets, tangi- 
ble and intangible, legal and equitable, real and personal and mixed, including those 
presently in possession or enjoyment and also those to which it may in the future 
become entitled (or to which it would become entitled if its corporate existence were 
to continue indefinitely) , executing and delivering any and all instruments or other 
papers necessary or desirable thereunto, except that there shall be retained sufficient 
of its said properties and assets to discharge its obligations, existing or to be incurred, 
unless, in lieu thereof, the said Convention shall promise to discharge such obligations. 

On motion duly made and seconded, it was voted: That the resolution as 
read by Mr. Graham be adopted. 

President Loomis thereupon declared a short recess, following which the Con- 
vention was reconvened and it was voted by that body to accept the responsibilities 
outlined in the Statement of Overture presented by Mr. Graham. Thereupon Presi- 
dent Loomis called the meeting to order and requested Mr. Graham to present the 
Resolution of Dissolution, as follows: 

This Society, having today previously voted to convey, transfer and deliver 
its properties and assets (except for possible reserves against liabilities) to the Con- 
necticut Baptist Convention, upon condition of its acceptance thereof, and said 
Convention having subsequently voted that acceptance, there is no longer reason for 
the continued existence of this Society and consequently, and in pursuance of the 
provisions of Special Act No. 59 of the 1949 Session of the General Assembly 
of this State, it is hereby 

Voted: That this Society dissolve and terminate its corporate existence, in 
accordance with the provisions of said Special Act and also of Sections 5262 and 
5268 of the Connecticut General Statutes (Revision of 1949), said dissolution and 
termination of corporate existence to be effectuated by its officers, or any of them, 
as soon as practicable after it has divested itself of its said properties and assets. 

On motion duly made and seconded, it was voted: 

That the Resolution of Dissolution as read by Mr. Graham be adopted. 

On motion duly made and seconded, it was voted: 

That the retiring panel of officers be continued in order to effect the 
necessary transfer and delivery of the properties and assets of the Society to the 
Connecticut Baptist Convention.

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COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 

Two years ago the Evangelism Committee adopted' the Crusade for Christ 
Through Evangelism, the major emphasis of the Northern Baptist Convention. The 
Committee was enlarged to include representatives from all sections of the State 
as well as various organizations within the Convention. Rev. Edwin H. Tuller, the 
Director of the Crusade, gave effective leadership to the Committee and helped the 
churches to carry out the four-fold program of the Crusade. Of the four divisions 
of the Crusade, Home Visitation, Winning the Children for Christ, Church School 
Enlargement, and Winning New Friends for Christ, Home Visitation was the most 
effective in the majority of the churches. Figures will not give an adequate evalua- 
tion of Evangelism; but it is interesting to note that the net gain of additions to 
the churches in the first year of the Crusade was 456 as compared to 182 the pre- 
vious year. 

The program the second year placed major emphasis on Ten Day Coopera- 
tive Crusades; but other phases of the Crusade were continued in some of the 
churches. Three localities participated in Ten Day Cooperative Crusade; the Nor- 
wich and New London area, the New Britain area, and the Eastern Connecticut 
area around Stonington. 

The Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America launched a Pro- 
gram of Evangelistic Advance on World Communion Sunday, October 2, to con- 
tinue through the year 1950. It is hoped that our Baptist Churches will participate 
and give helpful leadership to this interdenominational venture. 

The Crusade for Christ Through Evangelism will never end. If the em- 
phasis on evangelism is continued through the coming year along with the Crusade 
for Christ Through Stewardship our churches will advance and gain more mem- 
bers both in quantity and quality.

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STATE PERMANENT COUNCIL 

The Permanent Council holds no regular meetings during the year but is 
ready at all times to counsel with churches and pastors in an advisory capacity. 
Matters other than the ordination of ministers may be brought before this com- 
mittee, and any member church or individual should feel free to counsel with us 
on matters concerning the Convention between its annual sessions. 

On September the 8th the Council met and considered a resolution referred 
to it concerning the withdrawal of the Stamford Baptist Church from the Con- 
necticut Baptist Convention and the Fairfield Association. The Council hopes to 
confer with the Stamford Church in an attempt to effect some understanding by 
which the fellowship might be restored. 

All candidates seeking ordination, conferring with the Council last year, met 
the qualifications as printed in the Connecticut Baptist Annual. Pastors and 
churches are requested to note the qualifications and procedure for ordination and 
follow them carefully. 

The following were ordained: 

Noah Brannen — March 27, Deep River Baptist Church. 

Donald Shields — ^May 25, New Fdaven, First Baptist Church. 


Qualifications for Ordination 

1. The candidate for ordination should be a member of the church which 

ordains. 

2. The call for a council of ordination should be on the recommendation of 
the Association Permanent Council, or in the event of a lack of such a council upon 
the recommendation of the State Permanent Council. However, the call for a council 
of ordination should not be issued by the Association Council until the State Council 
has had full opportunity to pass on the candidate’s qualifications. 

3. The educational qualifications for ordination should be: 

(a) Standard College and theological studies with graduation. 

(b) Or, standard theological studies with graduation, besides two years 
of college studies. 

4. If a candidate for ordination has not had the education preparation listed 
above, ordination should not be granted until he has completed at least a two years’ 
course of prescribed study. 

5. A candidate for ordination should have completed his course of studies, and 
should be either a pastor, or pastor-elect, or under appointment for missionary or 
educational work.

6. A candidate for ordination should be able to give clear convictions of truth 
upon subjects kindred to God; the Person of Christ; the Work of the Holy Spirit; 
the Church and Its Ordinances; World-Wide Missions; and he should be able to 
give evidence of the implications of these truths in their relationship to the life of 
the individual, the life of the church, and the life of the world. 

Procedure for Ordination 

1. The church of which the candidate is a member arranges for a meeting 
of the candidate with the examining committee of the Association Permanent Council 
and makes contact with the State Permanent Council, forwarding full data as to 
the qualifications of the candidates. 

2. Upon the recommendation of the examining committee of the Association 
Permanent Council after it has advised with the State Council, the church calls said 
council through its moderator to assemble as a council of examination for ordination. 

3. To this council of examination the church invites the President and Gen- 
eral Secretary of the Convention, the State Permanent Council, and such other guests 
as the church and the candidate may desire. 

4. It is suggested that the date for the service of ordination should not be 
set until after the council of examination has recommended that the church proceed 
with the ordination service. 

5. Where there is an Association Permanent Council the church of which the 
candidate is a member should present the candidate to the State Permanent Council 
for examination and upon its recommendation proceed to call a council of examination 
for ordination. Invitations to the council should be issued as in Sec. 3 above. 

(Qualification for Ordination, and Procedure of Candidate for Ordination as 
given are according to the amendments adopted by the Convention at the 1940 
meeting.)

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PROMOTION COMMITTEE , 

The work of our Director of Promotion, Dr. William Sale Terrell, the energy 
and faithfulness of the members of this committee, the cooperation of the Committee 
on Stewardship, and the sacrificial giving through the local churches cannot be com- 
mended in a more striking manner than by reporting that for the ninth consecutive 
year Connecticut Baptists show a gain in missionary contributions. Last year we re- 
joiced to hear of an 11% increase which brought the total to ^103,377.37; this year, 
with humble thanksgiving to God and the loyal people in our churches we are privi- 
leged to report a 17% gain and a total of ^121,186.70'. 

There were three contributory factors to this achievement which deserve a place 
in this report: 

1. A planned series of "Group Conversations” which brought together our 
pastors and their wives for a frank discussion of the whole problem of denominational 
giving. Out of these "Conversations” emerged a popular mandate which has weighed 
heavily in the decisions of our Committee. Also, the pastors and their wives took 
back to dheir churches a realistic picture of the great need in our denominational work. 

2. The "Shares of Success” program was offered to us by our national leaders 
as a last minute effort to meet the budget. With modifications and reservations Con- 
necticut accepted the plan and our pastors gallantly fell into step even though many 
were personally unconvinced of the wisdom of another "drive.” During this campaign 
^11,164.31 came to the state office (this amount is included in the total of ^121,186.70). 

3. With the help of the pastors the Chairman of this committee organized a 
Prayer League of Baptists across the state to engage in daily intercession for guidance 
and awakening to our responsibilities. The Chairman kept in touch with the thirty 
members of this League by letters indicating the current problems confronting us. 

This year has witnessed the closing of the books on the World Mission Crusade. 
Pledges in Connecticut amounted to ^342,239.34 and the actual receipts were 
^300,897.62. Even though official efforts to collect the balance are at an end, the state 
office recognizes that there are many people who have been prevented from honoring 
their pledges due to illness and other misfortunes, and if the coming year brings a 
brightening of prospects to these members they may pay their World Mission Crusade 
money through their churches and it will be properly credited. 

Signs on the horizon for the coming twelve months include the consummation 
of our Suffield Academy campaign, a new series of "Group Conversations,” the launch- 
ing of the Stewardship Advance, and a "Pay-up-to-date” offering on December 4. 

We take courage in the accomplishments of this year, and have faith in God 
to look forward to greater things on the morrow.

RESOLUTIONS COMMITTEE 

WHEREAS, threats to the peace of our world are increasing with the develop- 
ment of new weapons and the exchange of bitter words, both in our own and in other 
nations, and 

WHEREAS, the Christ we love and serve was bom that we might have peace 
on earth and goodwill among men, and 

WHEREAS, the peace of God can come only through the cooperative activity 
of God and man, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that we redouble our attention to evangel- 
ism in our own churches and in the Baptist World Mission, to spread the Christian 
"good news” that can conquer war, and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that we concern ourselves more seriously with 
studying the United Nations as the man-made institution which approaches God’s will 
for mankind in this critical time. 


WHEREAS, we recognize the importance of Suffield Academy in providing this 
area with a secondary school of high standing where young men may be trained with 
individual attention in a Christian atmosphere, and 

WHEREAS, we are grateful for the hospitality given to ministers, laymen, and 
youth of our Convention in their various retreats and assemblies at this Academy, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that we reaffirm our approval of the cam- 
paign to complete the Middle Building renovation at Suffield Academy as a Baptist 
Memorial, and urge our people to support the campaign with their prayers and their 
gifts. 
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WHEREAS, a spirit of sharing one’s time, money, and abilities is included in 
our understanding of God’s will as revealed in his Word, and 

WHEREAS, the present state of our churclies indicates the need of a renewed 
emphasis upon these types of stewardship, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that we approve the Stewardship Advance 
of the Northern Baptist Convention, and urge our churches to participate in this pro- 
gram to the limit of their abilities. 


WHEREAS, our state has been among the leaders in the adoption of legislation 
designed to reduce racial discrimination, and to increase the feeling of brotherhood 
among people of all races and creeds, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that we encourage Connecticut Baptists to 
enter fully into the spirit of brotherhood which lies behind the letter of the laws of our 
State, and to encourage interracial and interfaith goodwill in every possible way, and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that we commend to our churches the wide- 
spread practice of an interracial pulpit exchange on the second Sunday in February. 


W^HEREAS, our national consumption of alcoholic beverages continues to in- 
crease each year, increasing our problems of crime and other anti-social behavior, and 

WHEREAS, the use of elaborate and expensive advertising by manufacturers 
of alcoholic beverages is meeting with increasing success in persuading young people 
that drinking is a requirement for social acceptability, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that this Convention urges the enactment 
of state and national legislation to abolish all advertising of beverages having an alco- 
holic content of more than one-half of one percent, and specifically, 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a letter be sent to the American Broad- 
casting Co., praising their recent rejection of an application to advertise whiskey on 
their network. 


WHEREAS, the courteous hospitality of the First Baptist Church of Meriden, 
and of other cooperating churches in this city, has been of paramount importance to 
us in the spiritual and physical enjoyment of this convention, and 

WHEREAS, the behind-the-scene work of our officers and committees has been 
largely responsible for the continued efficient operation of our Convention, both during 
and between annual meetings, and 

WHEREAS, the program of this Convention as prepared by the Program Com- 
mittee has been highly pleasing to us. 
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THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that we express otir deep appreciation to all 
who have served us in making the Rainbow Convention a rich experience. 


WHEREAS, many homeless Baptists in DP camps overseas still look to the 
Baptists of America to aid them in securing a new life-opportunity in a new homeland, 
and 

WHEREAS, Protestants as a whole have been slow to provide the Christian 
assistance needed by these brothers in securing homes, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that we commend those churches and in- 
dividuals who have made it possible for displaced persons to come to America, and 
urge other Baptist churches to appoint committees for the promotion of similar action. 


WHEREAS, our Baptist emphasis upon the separation of Church and State 
rests upon firm doctrinal and traditional lines, and 

WHEREAS, this doctrine has become one of the bulwarks of American demo- 
cracy, and 

WHEREAS, it has been challenged on numerous occasions in the recent past, 
particularly in the fields of diplomacy and education, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that we emphatically oppose any use of 
Federal or State funds for the assistance of education in church-sponsored schools of 
any faith, including the provision of transportation to and from such schools, and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that we reaffirm our opposition to the quasi- 
diplomatic recognition of a single religious body provided by the presence of a presiden- 
tial representative at the Vatican, and again urge his immediate recall. 


WHEREAS, the loyal and able service of Amasa and Edna Pierce to the 
Baptists of Connecticut in our State Convention and Woman’s Mission Society, has 
moved us deeply, and 

WHEREAS, as a magnificent act of devotion and stewardship, they have now 
presented their beautiful home at Brooklyn, Conn., as a site for a Baptist Home for 
the Aged in our state, and 

WHEREAS, we accept this generous gift, with an overflowing sense of grati- 
tude that the long-felt need for such a home may now be met. 
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THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that we hereby express our affection toward 
this beloved couple, and our deep gratitude for this act of Christian goodwill and joy- 
ful sacrifice, and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that we bend every effort toward the erection 
of additional buildings on the property as needed for this home, and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that it is the sense of this Convention that 
the Institution to be created should bear the names of Amasa and Edna Pierce, and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a copy of this resolution, suitably hand- 
lettered and framed, shall be presented to Mr. and Mrs. Pierce in token of our feelings. 


WHEREAS, it has been proposed that the legislature of our State enact special 
legislation relaxing the anti-gambling laws for the specific aid of churches, fraternal, 
civic, and other non-profit organizations, and 

WHEREAS, in accordance with our understanding of Christian Stewardship, 
we hold to our historic belief that money is a sacred trust, to be used only in a spirit 
of just payment or sacrificial sharing, and 

WHEREAS, we believe that religious, civic, and welfare institutions should be 
the leaders, rather than the exceptions, in their adherence to moral principles in the 
use of money, as in all other matters, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that we emphatically oppose the enactment 
of any legislation granting such institutions any special exemptions with respect to the 
use of gambling for fund-raising, and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that copies of this resolution be sent to the 
Governor of our State and all members of our Legislature.

The third annual report of the Stewardship Committee is as follows: 

First, we regret losing the fine leadership and counsel of Rev. Daniel G. Rider 
as chairman of the State Stewardship Committee due to his removal from the State. 

Second, the Stewardship Advance Program of the Northern Baptist Convention 
is being "prayed about,” talked about, and organized by your State Committee to bring 
about a spiritual revival among our people. Dr. Wm. Sale Terrell, State Director, and 
Rev. Walter H. Loomis, State Chairman, were briefed on the Advance Program at 
Green Lake in July. The Advance is being publicized in the State at every gathering, 
associational and State, and monthly in The Connecticut Baptist. The State Steward- 
ship Committee has been enlarged to become the Advance Committee.

Stewardship Committees have been trained and will make personal contacts with pastors 
during October and November.

TOWN AND COUNTRY COMMITTEE 

There are 60 or more Churches of our State Convention which are designated 
as Town and Country Churches. Many of the T & C group are firmly established 
and carry on a vigorous program through their Church to the community. There are 
others of our group which need assistance from time to time and it is the function 
of the T & C Committee to use the ways and means at their disposal to help meet 
these needs. 

The Committee has met six times during the year and the Chairman and others 
of the membership have made additional trips with the Director to several of the 
churches. Our State Convention staff has ministered well in the T & C area. We are 
exceedingly fortunate in having the consecrated service of the Rev. Kenneth Cooper 
as Town and Country Director. Working in conjunction with the Home Mission 
Society of the Northern Baptist Convention, through the national Town and Country 
Committee, he ministers both in Rhode Island and in Connecticut. He is constantly 
on the field and ever ready to render service. A glimpse at the personal report which 
he submitted to the chairman indicating his work in the two states from May 1, 1948 
to April 30, 1949, is ample proof: Visits to Churches, 152. Sermons and Addresses, 
143. Conversions reported in programs under his leadership in local Churches, 55. 
Interviews, 821. Conferences attended, 38. Conferences conducted, 63. 

Our Committee aided in planning the Tri-State Town and Country Pastor’s 
Conference on Block Island last Spring. We have seen specific work done in Daily 
Vacation Bible Schools in several of our Churches this summer. Our major effort has 
been the establishment and implementation of the new policy of aid to our Churches. 
This work was formerly done by the Aided Churches Committee but with its dissolu- 
tion the work was transferred to the Town and Country and City Committees. We 
have assumed this responsibility and sought new ways of stimulating growth in other 
of the more promising of the smaller churches. We are pleased with the results in 
the Banksville Church which was our first project. 

The Committee expresses thanks to Dr. C. F. Banning and his Committee on 
Allocations from The World Mission Crusade Funds. We are grateful for the ex- 
pression of their confidence in our Department and our Committee in the grant of 
^5,000 for our Incentive Program. 
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The Chairman, in completing his first year, expresses his thanks to a fine work- 
ing committee for their prayerful and helpful support. May God continue to bless our 
humble and sincere efforts as we seek to serve our blessed Savior.

As we again look back over a year’s work in the Woman’s Baptist Mission 
Society, we find the same loyal cooperation, interest and a fine missionary spirit among 
the women with a notably increased interest on the part of many of our younger 
church women. Since our aim is and always has been to cultivate a missionary spirit 
among the women and to unite our efforts for the denominational missionary program, 
we are grateful that this is so. 

The usual Board of Managers meeting and Executive Committee meetings were 
held during the year to outline plans for the House Party and the annual meeting. 

The annual meeting was held on May 12th at Calvary Church in New Haven. 
An innovation this year in our society is the first annual year book which is a compact 
directory containing the names of State Officers, Department Heads and Board Mem- 
bers, Association Officers, Department Heads, also Foreign and Home Mission "Spe- 
cials” and Speakers Bureau information. This should prove a convenient hand book 
for all officers. We hope it will really become an annual practice. 

The resignation of Mrs. Clarence W. Eddy, White Cross Director, was accepted 
with regret and with deep appreciation for the way she has built up the White Cross 
work during sixteen years. She was presented with a small gift in token of our 
esteem for her long and faithful service in this most essential department. 

This year the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society has started a Scholarship fund 
which will be available for Connecticut girls who train for missionary work or Christian 
Education. While we start with a small beginning, we hope that this fund will quickly 
grow to great proportions so that it will soon be a usable fund to help our young 
women in Christian training. 

Reports of the Department Heads showed our work progressing in all branches. 
Northern Baptists exceeded the total Love Gift quota this year of ^300,000 by over 
^11,000. However, Connecticut fell almost ^900 short of its ^5,500^ quota. Now 
with our quota for 1949-1950' increased to ^5,775, we need more women to give with 
more consecration for this new and greater goal. Let us all be builders in this depart- 
ment.

MINUTES OF THE MINISTERS’ COUNCIL OF THE 
CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CONVENTION 

In session October 19, 1949 in connection with the one hundred twenty-sixth 
annual meeting of the Connecticut Baptist Convention, Meriden, Connecticut. 

The annual meeting of the Ministers’ Council was called to order by the Presi- 
dent, Rev. Paul G. Schade, at 2:30' p.m. with scripture and prayer. 

The secretary called attention to the minutes of the last annual meeting held in 
the Asylum Avenue Baptist Church of Hartford, as printed in the 1948 Annual, and 
submitted a supplementary report of the activities of the year. 

The annual Ministers’ Retreat was held at Suffield Academy on September 12, 
13, and 14, and forty ministers registered for full time. Ten others attended one or 
more sessions. The worship programs were led by various pastors of the state and Dr. 
Jesse Wilson, secretary of the American Baptist Foreign Mission Society, led the spe- 
cial conferences on the theme "Scriptural Foundations of our Faith and Service.” The 
meetings were held in the lounge of the Administration Building and a wonderful 
spirit of good fellowship and discussion existed throughout the Retreat. It was recom- 
mended to the Executive Committee that the Retreat be held in the spring rather than 
the fall next year. The president appointed the secretary, John McCallum, and Sargis 
Matson as nominating committee to present a list of officers for 1949-50. The Retreat, 
as usual, was greatly enriched by the spirit of hospitality of Headmaster Hahn, Profes- 
sor Jesse Smith and others of the Suffield Academy. 
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The treasurer’s report showed a balance of ^79.33. 


New pastors present were Rev. William D. Goble, West Haven, Rev. William 
B. Molnar, Bridgeport, and Rev. Everett A. Sherwood, New Haven. They were wel- 
comed into the membership of the Council by President Schade. 

A unanimous vote of thanks was given to Mr. Schade for his arduous labors 
during the year and the secretary was authorized to send greetings to Rev. Glenn H. 
Asquith who was reported ill in the Hartford Hospital, and also to Rev. Fred L. 
Shiffer, pastor of the entertaining church, who was confined to his home. 

The nominating committee submitted the list of officers for the ensuing year 
who were elected.

Minutes 

The one hundred twenty-fifth annual meeting at the Warrenville Baptist Church 
on Sunday, September 25, 1949, began at 3:00 p.m. with a Worship Service conducted 
by Rev. Arthur J. Dorr of Stafford. The Association was welcomed by Mr. Merritt 
H. Gardiner, President of the Warrenville B. Y. F. Response was made by the Mod- 
erator, Rev. Willard E. Thomen of the Mansfield First Baptist Church. 

The rules of order were read by the Moderator. The Clerk’s report and the 
Treasurer’s report were read and accepted; likewise the Joanna Barrett Fund report. 

The roll call of the delegates showed that fifteen churches were represented by 
thirteen ministers, twenty-four delegates and seventy-six visitors. Actual count showed 
that there were one hundred eighty-five present in the afternoon and ninety-eight at 
the evening session, making a total of two hundred eighty-three. 

The following com- 
mittees of the day were appointed by the moderator: Place and Preacher, Rev. Eugene 
Bronson; Obituaries, Rev. Orlo Barnard; Registration, Rev. Harley Nelson; Resolution, 
Rev. Henry Baker and Rev. Leroy Emery. 

The one new minister. Rev. Paul King of Eastford, was introduced by the 
Moderator. Mrs. Lillian Dorr gave the report of the Committee on Missionary Pro- 


motion. 
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Rev. William Sale Terrell, D.D., Rev. Edwin H. Tuller, and Rev. Kenneth M. 
Cooper spoke on the work of the State Convention. Mr. C. Stanton Gallup of Darnel- 
son, President of the State Baptist Men’s Council, spoke of the laymen’s work that is 
being carried on. Mr. Amasa Pierce, President of the State Convention, and Mrs. 
Pierce, President of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, were intro- 
duced. Tribute was paid to the retiring clerk. The Moderator appointed Rev. Eugene 
Bronson as clerk, pro tempore. 

Dr. Terrell introduced Mrs. Kimiyo Yamamoto of Osaka, Japan, who spoke on 
the Christian work in Japan. 

Following the close of the afternoon session the Ashford B. Y. F. held a meet- 
ing in Knowlton Hall and the Woman’s Mission Board met in session in the sanctuary. 
As there was no business for the Permanent Council they were declared adjourned by 
the moderator. 

A basket supper was enjoyed in Knowlton Hall. Tea, coffee, and apples were 
provided by the ladies of the Warrenville Church. 


The evening session was called to order at 7:00 p.m. The Rev. William Jackson 
led in a service of worship and sang two Negro spirituals which were enjoyed and gave 
inspiration to all. 

The Committee on Place and Preacher gave its report through the Rev. Eugene 
Bronson. It was recommended that the next regular meeting be held at the South 
Willington Church and that the Rev. Willard Thomen be the preacher with Rev. Paul 
King as alternate. The report was adopted. 

Rev. Orlo Barnard reported for the Committee on Obituaries. He spoke with 
much feeling, read the list, and led the Association in prayer and in an appropriate 
hymn. 


Rev. Leroy Emery reported for the Committee on Resolutions. This report was 
accepted. The nominating committee submitted its report which was accepted in full 
with the exception of the Clerk-Treasurer. After many nominations and refusals a 
Clerk-Treasurer was secured and it was voted that the Clerk, pro tempore, should cast 
one ballot for the slate of officers. The report of the special committee on By-Laws 
was given and accepted. This allowed for the election of an Assistant Treasurer. Mr. 
M. E. Hopkins was elected to that office. 

Following a hymn the offering was received which amounted to ^25.82. The 
Rev. John P. McCallum preached the annual sermon and the newly elected Moderator, 
Mr. Linus Buell, pronounced the benediction. The one hundred twenty-fifth annual 
meeting was adjourned.

Minutes 

The one hundred eleventh annual meeting of the Fairfield Baptist Association 
was held at the Church of Christ, Disciples, Danbury, on October 6, 1949, there be- 
ing over one hundred in attendance at the morning session, over ninety at luncheon, 
and over one hundred at the afternoon and dinner meetings. 

The morning session was opened at 10:15 with prayer and devotions, the Rev. 
Winfield F. Ramish of Stratford being worship leader for the day. The business ses- 
sion was presided over by Rev. Paul Schade of the Norwalk Community Baptist 
Church. Report of the Program Committee, headed by Rev. William W. Sullivan of 
Bridgeport Second Church, was read and accepted, a splendid program having been 
arranged for the day. The committee was duly thanked. 

Rev. Chester A. Sillars, pastor of the host church, then welcomed the members 
and guests with appropriate response by the Moderator. The Clerk-Treasurer, Mr. 
Olaff S. Solomonson of Stratford Baptist Church, then read his annual report, includ- 
ing digest of the many annual church letters received from member churches. These 
letters indicated that the Fairfield Association, including all of its committees and 
member churches, had a busy and successful year. Receipts for the year totaled ^127.55 
including donations from seventeen member churches. Expenses totaled ^118.44, leav- 
ing a balance in the treasury of ^94.67. 

The Association held several meetings during the year in different parts of 
the county. An interesting meeting was held at Second Church, Bridgeport on January 
17, with twenty-nine officers and committee members in attendance, and another on 
March 14 with twenty-one in attendance. The next meeting was held at Bridgeport 
First Church on May 23 with over fifty in attendance. This meeting was preceded 
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by a dinner served by the church ladies and sponsored by the Suffield Academy. Head- 
master Conrad Hahn and Fund Chairman Ashley Bickmcre were present and spoke 
about the Suffield Campaign to raise funds for the Baptist Memorial there. Movies 
of the Academy and its activities were shown. It was suggested that the Fairfield Asso- 
ciation endeavor to raise ^5,000.00 as its share. 

The clerk reported that he had received annual church letters from fifteen 
churches out of nineteen. It was noted that the Stamford Baptist Church had resigned 
from the Association. Total membership of reporting churches was three thousand 
seventy-eight; gains for the year, two hundred forty-two; losses two hundred seventy- 
four; net loss, thirty-two, mainly due to removal from this section of many Baptist 
families who went to Texas with the Chance Vought concern. Banksville Church re- 
ported renewed interest under the leadership of their new pastor. Rev. Theodore Cooley. 
Bridgeport First Church reported a noticeable and encouraging increase in interest and 
attendance in both church and church school under the leadership of their new pastor, 
Rev. Milton Wilkes. Bridgeport Second, Hungarian, Messiah, and King’s Highway 
Churches all reported progress, as did the New Canaan Community Church. The First 
Church of Christ, Disciples, Danbury, who has worked with us during the past year, 
sent in their first church letter stating that since 1944 they have had the opportunity 
of having Baptists and Disciples working together in their church in complete harmony 
and expressed their hope that their experience would be a forerunner of the reunion 
of Baptists and Disciples throughout the world. Danbury New Hope Church reported 
progress. Community Baptist Church of New Canaan stated that they were very 
happy to be included in our association, having joined us in 1948. Community Baptist 
Church of Norwalk sent in an interesting letter and report showing excellent progress 
under their new pastor. Rev. Paul G. Schade. New Milford reported a busy and active 
year. Stepney reported excellent progress under their new pastor. Rev. M. C. Ballenger, 
who came to them in October 1948 and who recently resigned to accept a pastorate in 
New Haven. Stratfield Church reports a busy and active year, with many improve- 
ments made to the church plant. Stratford Baptist Church reported increased interest, 
attendance, and activities under the splendid leadership of their new pastor. Rev. Win- 
field Ramish who came to Stratford in April, 1949. They also reported completion 
of their new church in the Paradise Green section of Stratford, the first service to be 
held in November and formal dedication in mid-January. 

Committee reports were made as follows. A lengthy and interesting report was 
read by Mrs. Paul Schade covering the activities of the Women’s Work Committee and 
the Fairfield Baptist Woman’s Missionary Society of which Mrs. O. J. McConnell of 
Stamford is president. Twelve churches with fourteen women’s groups cooperated 
and they had a very active and successful year with several attended meetings held 
in various parts of the county. 

Rev. Milton Wilkes reported for the Evangelism Committee and Rev. F. W. 
Jacobs for the Resolutions Committee. The resolutions adopted were one thanking 
the host church for its splendid cooperation in making this one hundred eleventh an- 
nual meeting a success; a resolution that we endorse the resolutions adopted by the 
Northern Baptist Convention in San Francisco, June, 1949; that we do all possible to 
support the objectives of our Connecticut Baptist Convention, particularly the Steward- 
ship Advance Program. 
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Rev. J. Edward Harris reported for the Church Extension Committee. There 
were no reports from the Young People’s and Men’s Work Committees. 

The Nominating Committee, through its chairman, Charles Bacon, recommend- 
ed the reelection of all the present officers plus the above named committee chairmen. 
The secretary was instructed to cast one ballot for their election. 

The Moderator introduced Dr. Glenn Roberts, Executive Secretary of the Con- 
necticut Council of Churches. The annual sermon was preached by Rev. J. E. Harris, 
his subject being "God Calling Yet.” 

At twelve thirty a delightful luncheon was served by the ladies of the host 

church. 

The afternoon’s activities started at 1:45 with the service being conducted by 
the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society. The guest speaker was Dr. E. Stanley Jones 
who delivered a stirring missionary address. 

The Connecticut Baptist Convention hour followed. Dr. Wm. Sale Terrell pre- 
siding. Miss Alma G. Broadhead reported for the Bridgeport Eastside Christian 
Center. Rev. J. F. Ball of Norwalk spoke for the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit 
Board. 

New pastors were introduced and welcomed by Rev. Paul G. Schade. They were 
Rev. Winfield F. Ramish, Stratford; Rev. William B. Molnar, Bridgeport, First Hun- 
garian; Rev. Roy S. Peters of Stratford, First Church; Rev. Theodore S. Cooley of 
Banksville. 

Dinner was served at 5:30 by the ladies of the host church during which Mr. 
Stanton Gallup, president of the Connecticut Baptist Laymen’s Council, spoke of the 
men’s work. After dinner the sound movie, "Out of the Dust,” was shown. 

At seven-thirty the meeting was adjourned and a majority of those present at- 
tended an inter-faith meeting at the Congregational Church where Dr. E. Stanley Jones 
was the missionary speaker.

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Minutes 

To meet the requirements of the By-Laws the Hartford Baptist Association met 
on September 30, at the Memorial Baptist Church, Hartford, and adjourned to meet at 
the same place on October 16, the program having been arranged for that date. 

The adjourned meeting of the Association was called to order at 3:00' P.M., 
Sunday, October 16, by the moderator. Rev. Frank T. Hoadley, in the newly decorated 
sanctuary of the Memorial Baptist Church of Hartford. The Devotional Service was 
led by Rev. Sargis Matson. Rev. Major L. Johnson, the pastor of the church, gave 
the welcome for the church with the moderator making suitable reply. The minutes 
of the last session and the treasurer’s reports were adopted.

3. That the clerk of the Association address a letter to the President of the 
Connecticut Baptist Convention requesting that the moderators of all associations be 
made ex-officio members of the Board of Managers of the Connecticut Baptist Con- 
vention either with or without vote. This was voted. 

4. That, in the same letter, the clerk request that the chairman of all associa- 
tion committees in the state having comparable functions to those of the committees 
of the Board of Managers, be members ex-officio of said committees of the Board of 
Managers, either with or without vote. This was adopted. 

The Woman’s Hour followed with Mrs. C. P. Kirby, their president, presiding. 
Reports were made by the various vice-presidents and chairmen of committees. 

At four o’clock there were Workshop and Round Table Groups. The men 
were led by Amasa D. Pierce and C. Stanton Gallup, the women by Mrs. Milo Wenger

Minutes 

New Haven Association one hundred twenty-fourth Annual Meeting, October 
5, 1949, at First Baptist Church, Middletown 

Rev. Gordon L. Corbett, Acting Clerk. 

Meeting was called to order by the Moderator, Rev. A. S. Woodworth. Rev. 
Julian Taylor led in singing of a hymn and Mr. Woodworth led the devotions. There 
were words of welcome from the host pastor. Rev. Alvin D. Johnson, and a response 
by the moderator. 

The secretary’s report was read by Rev. Gordon L. Corbett in the absence of 
Rev. William V. Allen. The treasurer’s report was also read and accepted. Annual 
letters from several of the churches were read showing progress in building programs 
and progress in inter-denominational work in some of the small over-churched towns. 

Rev. Everett Sherwood, pastor of the First Baptist Church, New Haven, and 
Rev. William J. Goble, pastor of the West Haven Baptist Church, were welcomed by 
the moderator as new pastors in the Association. 
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The following standing committees were appointed:

It was voted to appropriate ^100.00 for youth work in the Association and ^50'.00 
for children’s work. A committee on Religious Education was appointed to supervise 
the spending of this money. Rev. Gordon L. Corbett and Miss Ethelyn Nichols were 
named to this committee. The moderator will appoint one other member. 
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It was voted to accept the recommendation of the Permanent Council of the 
Association that the Emanuel Baptist Church of Ansonia be accepted as a member of 
the Association. 

The treasurer was advised that he is authorized to pay all regular bills involving 
expenses of the meeting.

From a documentary picture of church history, to a panoramic 
shot of the church in the world and America today, to a close-up of the work of the 
local church, he came to a close-up focus on each individual in his role in the local 
church. It was very effective in bringing home to everyone the need for real devotion 
to the cause of Christ in our local churches.

Minutes 

Convened at Norwich Central Church 
Tuesday, September 27, 1949 

The one hundred and thirty-fourth annual meeting of the New London Baptist 
Association was called to order by the Moderator, Rev. Walter H. Loomis of Norwich, 
at ten o’clock, pronouncing the invocation. The host pastor. Rev. Charles F. Banning, 
D.D., welcomed the seventy-five delegates and friends and made the announcements 
of arrangement and entertainment. Following a brief response by Mr. Loomis, the 
Clerk read the Rules of Order. 

Rev. Herbert B. Francis of Montville reported as chairman of the Program^ 
Committee, moving the adoption of the printed order of meeting. No new pastors 
were present to be welcomed. The Clerk moved the minutes be omitted inasmuch as 
they were printed in the 1948 State Annual. The Treasurer reported a balance Septem- 
ber 1 of ^103.85 with an additional ^82.80 received from eleven church contributions. 
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A brief address by the Clerk, Rev. Philip D. Chamberlain of Waterford, on 
"The State of Religion in our Churches: a Summary of Church Letters and Highlights” 
followed. An analysis of sixteen letters revealed a prosperous material condition, numer- 
ical growth indicated by one hundred sixteen reported baptisms, and renewed emphasis 
upon evangelism, missions, and Christian education. One church passed away during 
the year. 

The worship period was led by Rev. Merle H. Mason, Ph.D., of New London, 
who spoke briefly of the proper placement in Christian thinking of the "question mark 
and period.” Mrs. John Haynes of Montville sang "All the Way My Saviour Leads 
Me” and then Rev. Mr. Francis preached the annual sermon on "A Victorious Faith” 
from I John 5:4. Mr. Francis declared these critical days demand a victorious faith: 
one that is founded upon a renewed faith in God through Jesus Christ as a reality 
in our lives, one which prompts confidence and gives weight to our testimony and 
witness, and one which involves and prompts within us a faith in others so that with 
Christ we look upon others in terms of potentialities. A solemn report of the commit- 
tee on Obituaries was given by Miss Alice Leffingwell. The delegates stoood in tribute 
while the Moderator led in silent prayer. There were forty-five deceased members. A 
communion service was then conducted by Dr. Banning with the assistance of Mr. 
Loomis and four pastors who acted as deacons. This was the high point of the day 
in the experience of most of the delegates. 

Following the luncheon served by the women of the entertaining church. Dr. 
Banning called to order the Permanent Ordaining Council. The annual election of of- 
ficers followed with the few members present choosing to reelect Dr. Banning president 
and Mr. Chamberlain secretary. 

The afternoon session began at two o’clock with Mrs. J. A. Elder, President 
of the Association Woman’s Missionary Society, in charge. Mrs. Amasa Pierce of 
Danielson, State President, gave an address on "The Place of Our Women in the 
Program of the Local Church.” Miss Alma Clifford, Baptist Home Mission worker 
among our Spanish-speaking people in New York City, thrilled her hearers, about eighty- 
five in number, with an account of her gospel ministry among the needy in the midst 
of big city industry. 

The denominational hour under the direction of Rev. William S. Terrell, D.D., 
our Executive Secretary, presented the ministry of Rev. Kenneth M. Cooper, Director 
of Town and Country Work, Rev. Edwin H. Tuller, Director of Christian Education, 
Rev. Earl Robinson of the State Stewardship Committee, and Mr. Stanton Gallup of 
the Laymen’s Council. 

Moderator Loomis resumed the chair at four o’clock to conduct the business 
session. The standing committees were asked to report. Dr. Mason reported briefly 
for the Christian Education Committee and Mrs. Florence Maynard did likewise for 
the Missionary Promotion Committee. The Evangelism Committee gave no report 
except that "their material was covered by the Clerk’s Address.” The Youth Activities 
Committee had no report. Mr. John Kamercia gave the findings of the Social Progress 
Committee. Mrs. William Berriman read the resolutions framed by her committee. Mr. 
Emory Davis, Secretary of the Rising Fund Trustees, reported the fund totalled 
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^5,743.42 with only one scholarship grant given out during the year. He also reported 
progress but no possible action as yet on the transfer of the fund to the State Con- 
vention. The Nominating Committee, through its chairman, Mrs. Banning, presented 
the slate of officers and made certain recommendations. The officers as named above 
were elected. The Executive Committee was voted the power to choose a Clerk-Treas- 
urer. It was further voted to have the Eastern Connecticut Baptist Youth Fellowship 
officers act in place of the Youth Activities Committees of the Association. The Ex- 
ecutive Committee was asked to review the matter of the advisability of continuing 
the other standing committees in the face of the increased activities of the State Con- 
vention committees in our area. All written reports of the above committees were 
accepted and placed on file. 

The enrollment committee, with Mrs. Emory Davis as Chairman, reported there 
were fourteen churches represented in the morning and afternoon sessions, one hundred 
and twenty delegates and twelve visitors. At the written request of the Poquonock 
Bridge Baptist Church, it was voted to release the church from membership in the 
New London Association in order that it might rejoin the Stonington Union Association. 


The afternoon session came to a close with a brief address on "Pastoral Leader- 
ship in the Local Church” by Rev. Charles A. Carman, D.D., Pastors’ Counselor of the 
Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board in New York City. The informal dinner 
hour brought together more of the men in a time of fellowship preceding the evening 
session.

The remainder of the evening was given to the State Council of Laymen under 
the direction of its president, Mr. Stanton Gallup of Plainfield. The men’s orchestra 
of the Willimantic Church played two groups of selections and a men’s chorus sang 
"We Gather Together” under the direction of Russell B. McNeilly, director of music 
of the entertaining church. Charles Hamblin of the Norwich First church gave a 
report of the Laymen’s Retreat at Suffield. Luther Pierce of Danielson spoke briefly 
on the "Place of Young Men in the Church.” Clinton Wood reviewed "How We 
Do It at Willimantic.” President Amasa Pierce was introduced as the person who had 
furthered men’s work in the state and he addressed the congregation on laymen’s min- 
istry in the church and in the state Baptist life.

Minutes 

_ The one hundred and seventy-seventh annual meeting of the Stonington Union

The report of the Widows’ Fund, Charles O. Ryon Treasurer, 
showed a balance of ^5,796.05 on hand. Of this sum ^4,000.00 is invested in U. S. 
Savings Bonds, Series G. Voted to accept report. The moderator appointed the fol- 
lowing to serve as a nominating committee: Rev. G. Wilson Young, Moosup; Clark 
Woodmansee, Preston City; Mrs. George Beckwith, Noank; Rev. Earl Robinson, Old 
Mystic; and Deacon A. V. Cone, Groton Heights. Rev. G. Wilson Young presented 
the new pastor. Rev. Earl Robinson, concluding the business session for the morning. 
The association offering was taken and the congregation joined in singing the Doxology. 

Rev. Edward Hanson of Groton Heights preached the Annual Sermon in which 
he stressed place of prayer in our life. The morning session closed with the Hymn 
"Beneath The Cross Of Jesus.” 

The Ladies Society of the entertaining church served a sumptuous dinner at 
12:30. The charge for the dinner was seventy-five cents. Later it was voted to pay 
an additional twenty-five cents from the treasury as was the procedure last year. Seventy- 
three enjoyed the delicious meal together with the opportunity of greeting old friends 
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and making new, in an atmosphere of warm Christian fellowship. In appreciation for 
the excellent dinner a rising vote of thanks was given the ladies of the Old Mystic 
Church. 

The afternoon session opened at 1:30 with the Vice-Moderator, William H. 
Talbot, presiding. Following the hymn, "Come Ye Faithful,” the Rev. William Millar 
presented the obituary report, honoring those who have gone to be with the Lord. 

The afternoon business session opened with Mr. Irving H. Poppe, Treasurer, 
giving his report. Total expenses for the year — ^85.91, cash on hand and in the bank 
^116.98. Voted to accept the report. The nominating committee brought in a report 
which was accepted and the officers listed above were elected. Place for the next meet- 
ing is Jwett City, Time — 2nd Wednesday in June, Preacher — Rev. G. Wilson Young, 
Alternate — Rev. Lincoln Barr. 

An interesting bit of history brought out the fact that the first meeting of 
the Association was held with the Old Mystic Church one hundred seventy-seven years 
ago. The Wightman family — father, son, and grandson, served the church for a 
period of 126 years. In recognition of this outstanding service it was suggested the 
chair appoint a committee to make plans for a Memorial Service, to be held at the 
Wightman Burying Grounds in the late summer. Pastors of the five neighboring 
churches were appointed to serve on this committee with Mr. Claude M. Chester of 
Noank Honorary Chairman.

Mrs. Earl Robinson conducted the 
Devotions. The Missionary address was given by the Rev. A. F. Ufford, Evangelist- 
Missionary from East China, who gave a brief history of the work in China and spoke 
of the menace of Communism. He urged all to pray as never before for the Christian 
leaders in that country. 

The singing of "Lead On O King Eternal,” followed by the benediction, brought 
this day of fine Christian fellowship to a close.
